Was Indicted in 1939 Murder

A large mild-mannered man, who 
visited a St. Louis surgeon two 
weeks ago to have his nose altered, 
was in custody in New York today, 
identified as one of three men in- 
dicted for the mistaken identity 
murder of Irving Penn in New 
York in 1939, 

Residents at the St. Louis board- 
ing house, where the convalescent 
stayed after his operation, said 
he seemed a very nice man. Dis- 
trict Attorney Samuel Foley of 
the Bronx said today that he was 
Jacob (Kuppy) Midgen, sought by 
New York police since the Penn 
killing, 

Midgen ‘was arrested on the 
street near a hospital where he 
was going for treatment; by agents 
of Federal ‘Treasury . Narcotics 
Department, who hustled him to 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and into 
a plane for New York. 

His nose still. bandaged, Midgen 
at first gave an alias, but later 
admitted his identity. He waived 
extradition and denied he was in- 
volved in the killing of Penn, em- 
ploye in a New York music pub- 
lishing house, who was murdered, 
it is belived, by gangsters who mis- 
took him for a State’s witness in 
a racket investigation.

Car Catches Frie. 


The aoccident occurred -shortly 
‘after 2 o’clock. The break left 
about 75 feet of the live and spark- 
ing trolley wire free to swing and 
kick in the street. The car caught 
fire apparently when the live wire 
touched it and caused a short cir- 
cuit in the motor. 

Witnesses said that the burning 
motor made a loud beating noise 
like a pneumatic street drill. 
Sparks shot out from the car win- 
dows and smoke came from under 
the front wheel truck. Women 
screamed and pushed in their anx- 
iety to leave the car. 

One passenger described the 
scene, “There were just a lot of 
flashes and a lot of smoke. Every- 
body ran for the two doors.”

“The first thing I knew there 
were a series of explosions, and a 
heavy grey-blue smoke rose from 
underneath the car. People began 
screaming and running for’ the 
doors.

3.4 Per Cent Rise 


One of Reasons 


in Living Costs 
for Price Message 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
A 3.4 per cent rise in the cost of 
living in the last three months was 
said by government statisticians to- 
day to have been one of the major 
reasons why President Roosevelt 
asked Congress to pass price con- 


trol legislation. 

The statisticians said that living 
costs had increased only 6 per cent 
since the European war began in 
September, 1939, but that more 
than half of the increase had oc- 
curred in recent months. 

From the middle of March to the 
middle of June, they said, a sur- 
vey of items that wage earners buy 
in 34 large cities showed that food 
costs jumped 7.6 per cent, clothing 
1.2 per cent, rent 0.7 per cent, utili- 
ties.0.7 per cent, house furnishings 
3.6 per cent, and other things 1.4 
per cent. 

The figures, compiled by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, showed, 
moreover, that retail prices have 
“only begun” to reflect changes 
which have been taking place in 
wholesale markets. . 

In the field of canned goods, for

instance, the bureau said that since 


the beginning of the war the whole- 
sale prices of evaporated milk had 
increased 23 per cent, canned 
peaches 15 per cent, canned baked 
beans 11 per cent, canned string 
beans 38 per cent, canned corn 24 
per cent, canned tomatoes 20 per 
cent, canned pink salmon 44 per 
cent and peanut butter 10 per cent. 

Comparable retail figures for 
these items were not available. 

Based on averages of certain 
cities, the bureau said, the follow- 
ing retail price advances have oc- 
curred: 


Butter from 30% cents to 42 
cents a pound, flour from 36 to 45 
cents for a 10-pound sack, sugar 
from 52 to 58 cents for 10 pounds 
and lard from 10.4 to 12.9 cents 
a pound.

Vice-President Wallace to 
Be Chairman — Seven 
Cabinet Officials Desig- 
nated as Members of Co- 


ordinating Agency. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt created today 
a general staff, headed by Vice 
President Wallace, to direct the 
economic defense activities of the 
United States. 

Wallace was made chairman of 
a Cabinet committee which will 
co-ordinate, plan and _ supervise 
such activities as the freezing of 


Japanese assets in the United 
States. 

Under the groups supervision 
also will be the handling of frozen 
assets of Germany, Italy and other 
countries and maintenance of a 
watch on Latin American firms 
blacklisted as Axis tools. 

Also the board. will watch ex- 
port. controls designed to prevent 
the removal from the United 
States of airplane gasoline, scrap 
iron and other vital defense mate- 
rials, except to the Western Hemi- 
sphere and the British Empire. 


Supervision of Suits. 

Anti-trust suits to break up 
Axis-influenced monopolies in this 
country, purchases of _ strategic 
materials abroad, and similar ac- 
tivities also will be supervised by 
the group. 

The appointment of Wallace, ac 
cording to some officials, will make 
him the first Vice-President in 
the nation’s history to participate 
directly in administrative work. 
Normally, the Vice-Presidunt has 
no duties except to preside over 
the Senate. 

Serving with’ Wallacé on the 
board will be Sééretary. of, State 
Hull, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, Secretary of War 
Stimson, Secretary of Navy Knox, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard, 
Acting Attorney General Biddle 
and Secretary of Commerce Jones. 

Some officials said that the se- 
lection of Wallace was not only 
due to Wallace’s interest in all 
economic activities of the Gov- 
ernment, but also because the 
President desired a person of suf- 
ficient rank that he could smooth 
out differences between Govern- 
ment departments, For instance, 
the Treasury and State depart- 
ments have sometimes been in 
disagreement about freezing or- 
ders. 

An executive order establishing 
the board said: 

“The administration of the vari-

The embassy charged that 
the baggage returned to it had 
been “opened and despoiled of all 
proofs indicating its character as 
diplomatic baggage” and that the 
so-called coded documents were “a 
gross forgery introduced hy per- 
sons without authority.” 

In a report to a Federal judge, 
the congressional committee said 
that besides the transmitter a cod- 
ed document was found in the 
pouches, It was said to read: 

“To La Paz: If it is impos- 
sible to leave in Lima, orders re- 
ceived in conference Ambassadors 
Santiago, Chile, comply to the let- 
ter.” 

(The Bolivian Government in La 
Paz recently expelled the German 
Minister there, charging that he 
corresponded with a Bolivian mili- 
tary attache in Berlin who enter- 
tained a scheme of overthrowing 
the present La Paz Government.

GERMANS REPORT 
FURTHER GAINSWN 
LENINGRAD DRIVE 


Seven Red Divisions De- 
stroyed in North, Nazis 
Say—‘Deep Thrust’ in 
Ukraine Claimed. 


BERLIN, July 31 (AP).—The 
Russians are losing in their fran- 
tic efforts to save Leningrad, even 
with such desperate measures as 
walls of flaming forests set against 
the advancing Nazis, German re- 


ports declared today. 

Bhe communique from Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters, mentioning 
the Leningrad front for the first 
time in several days, said “units 
fighting in Estonia threw the op- 
ponent back to the north.” 

Other German reports, which a 
military spokesman said. referred 
undoubtedly to the assault on 
Leningrad, reported seven Red 
army divisions destroyed on the 
northeast front. (On the basis of 
15,000 men to a division this would 
mean the destruction of 105,000 
troops.) 

There was speculation in Berlin 
as to whether Leningrad, Russia’s 
second city, would soon be under 
German siege. Reticent military 
leaders, however, indulged in no 
predictions. 

The reported destruction of sev- 
en Russian divisions was described 
as “the successful culmination of 
a German encirclement move- 
ment.” Caught within their trap, 
the Germans said, were “thousands 
of prisoners,” 50 cannon, 68 trucks, 
seven anti-aircraft batteries, 23

LONDON, July 31 (AP),—A raid 
by British naval planes on the 
Norwegian port of Kirkenes, high 
above the Arctic circle, and on 
Finland’s Arctic port of Petsamo 
was announced by the Admiralty 
today. 

It admitted the loss of 16 Brit- 
ish planes, but it said at least 
four supply ships were hit, har- 
bor works were pounded at Petsa- 
mo, four opposing planes were 
shot down and two hits scored on 
the 1460-ton German anti-aircraft 
ship Bremse, a pre-war gunnery 


. training vessel, at Kirkenes. 


This was Britain’s first blow of 
the war against Finland, the lit- 
tle Baltic State which it befriend- 
ed, giving money and offering mili- 
tary help, in the winter war be- 
tween Russia and Finland less 
than two years ago. 

Britain followed up these as- 
gsaults with a new daylight smash 
across the English Channel today, 
Royal Air Force Spitfires and 
bombers picking up where bad 
weather stopped them several days 
ago on the German-held French 
coast.

The night raids followed a day 
attack on a convoy in Helgoland 
Bight in which the Air Ministry 
said a vessel of 1200 tons was 
sunk, another of 1500 tons was left 
sinking and hits were made on two 
more ships of 1500 and 500 tons. 

In the Helgoland Bight raid the 
Air Ministry acknowledged seven 
Royal Air Force planes were miss- 
ing while in the night attack on 
Western Germany three were miss- 
ing. 

Docks at Boulogne on the French 
coast also were reported bombed 
last night. 

Only a few German night raid- 
ers visited England, the Govern- 
ment said, dropping bombs at 
scattered points in the east and 
southwest and causing slight dam- 
age. No casualties were report- 
ed. 


28 NAVAL PLANES 
DOWNED, NAZIS SAY 


BERLIN, July 31 (AP).—Ger- 
man sources branded as a dismal 
failure today the first joint Brit- 
ish-Russian military undertaking 
of the war—an aerial attack yes- 
terday on Kirkenes in Northern 
Norway. They reported the Brit- 
ish lost 28 of 40 planes launched 
froin an aircraft carrier in the 
Arctic Ucean. 

DNB, official German news 
agency, said the assault was beat- 
en off with the loss of only two 
Nazi pianes, the crews of which 
were rescved. 

The Pritish air squadron, which 
included torpedo-carrying planes 
strongly escorted by fighters, at- 
tacked in waves, the agency said, 
and was joined by a formation of 
Soviet aircraft. 

The accounts failed to mention 
the destruction of any Russian 
planes. 

Disclosure that a British air- 
craft carrier—presumably guard- 
ed by other naval units—was oper- 
ating in that area caused wide- 
spread interest, but DNB did not 
mention any naval action. 

The high command said 23 of the 
British planes were shot down by 
fighter planes and five by naval 
and anti-aircraft guns.

Germans Beginning to 
Show Lack of Artillery 
and Supplies’ After 39 
Days of Hard Fighting, 
Reds Say. . 


MOSCOW, July 31 (AP).—With 
the Russian-German war in its 
fortieth day, the Seviet army was 
reported battling the Nazi invad- 
ers to a standstill in vital sectors 
of the long battlefront. 

As informed Russian sources 
pictured the trend of the fighting, 
the war has developed into one 
of attrition with Red army masses 
using their weight to sap the 
Reichswehr’s strength. 

With the Germans claiming 
strides forward on the whole 
front, particularly toward Lenin- 
grad, Russian reports today in- 
cluded the Gulf of Finland port 
among Russian cities “leading a 
safe and normal life.” They told 


of a successful theatrical first 
night and said theaters and movie 
4uouses were open as susal. 

Heavy fighting raged throughout 
the night, a communique said, on 
the path of the German drives to- 
ward Leningrad, Moscow and Kiev. 

Mention, however, of familiar 
place names which have appeared 
in Russian communiques for days 
—Porkhov, Novorzhev, Smolensk 
and Zhitomir—gave the impression 
there had been no marked change 
in the fighting lines. 

The Russians said they had 
beaten off thrée German attempts 
to bomb Leningrad by daylight 
yesterday and another attack on 
Moscow last night. They said 
their own air force was pounding 
German ground forces. 

German Losses. 

One German infantry regiment, 
harassed by land and air in the 
Smolensk sector west of Moscow, 
was reported to have lost two- 
thirds of its officers and men dur- 
ing the last few days. 

Ti» regiment, identified as the 
485th, was said to have been 
thrown into the line to replace 
the crack “Greater Germany” regi- 
ment previously reported annihi- 
lated. For the last three days, the 
Russianz said, the unit has been 
fighting without bread or warm 
food and the survivors were de- 
scribed as exhausted. 

The Russian communique said 
the “Greater Germany” regiment 
was “highly valued by Hitler.” 

“It was formed in 1940 out of 
the former Berlin guards regiment 
which guarded Germany’s most im- 
portant Government and Fascist 
party institutions,” the communique 
said. “Only men not less than 
170 centimeters (about six feet) in 
stature, politically ‘reliable,’ who 
showed themselves as devoted 
Fascist fanatics were selected for 
service in the regiment.” 

Large quantities of German 
equipment have been captured, the 
Russians declared, and the Nazis 
now “are showing lack of artil- 
lery and supplie..” 

The communique reported Red 
army units had intercepted “a 
confidential circular of the special 
department of the German gen- 
eral staff” which, it said, “pointed 
out that lately discipline has be- 
come loose in German army units, 
with insubordination and not in- 
frequently attacks on officers.” 

The fighting was especially flard 
at Smolensk and Zhitomir, the 
cor ~ique said, but in other di- 
rections and sectors of the front 
no important engagements took 
place. 

Ploesti Bombed. 

The Russian airforce was re- 
ported to have bombed Ploesti and 
Sulina in Rumania, apparently in 
an attempt to destroy the oil 
fields under Nazi domination. 

Among individual successes re- 
ported in the customary lists of 
incidents in the information bu- 
reau com an’que the Russians 
claimed annihilation of a crack 
regiment of motorized German 
storm troopers in the Smolensk 
area. : 

German losses in men and mate- 
rials at Smolensk were said to be 
heavy. 

The army publication, Red Star, 
said Russian troops had used dark- 
ness, mobility and knowledge of 
German methodical habits to 
thwart the Nazi offensive. 

An analysis of Red army tactics 
by Col. Jacob Kreuzer, commander 
of an infantry division, said that 
Russians learned from experience 
in the first few days of the war 
that the Germans were not pressing 
their attacks at night. 

When Kreuzer’s division was 
threatened by superior German 
numbers, he wrote, it fell back to 
new positions by short stages un- 
der cover of night and established 
itself on a river bank. 

The Germans attacked with dive 
bombers, tanks and infantry on 
the next day, but the thrusts were 
beaten off, Kreuzer said. Russian 
artillery was then brought into 
action in the new positions and 
the Germans were forced to with- 
draw. 

Other Red Star reports told of 
the Russian mobile defense system, 
providing for rapidly forming lines 
to meet contingencies. The pub- 
lication said the main means of 
communications under fire was 
radio, because telephone systems 
were unable to keep pace with 
quickly moving fronts.

BiG COUNTERDRIVE 
BY REDS PREDICTED 


3,000,000 Men Being Made 
Ready for Offensive, 
‘London Hears. 


LONDON, July 31 (AP).—A 
counteroffensive by more than 
3,000,000 Red army soldiers on a 
front stretching from Leningrad to 
Kiev was predicted today in Soviet 
Russian military circles heré, 

It was asserted that the attack 
might begin within two weeks, 
when the Russian high command 
was satisfied that the German 
armies had expended their re- 
serves of strength in attempts to 
smash the Red army around Smo- 
lensk, barring the way to Moscow. 

The Soviet informants said that 
the predicted offensive would be 
one of the largest in history, with 
the Red army ranks strengthened 
by hundreds of thousands of re- 
servists now being assembled and 
completely equipped for the big 
push. 

The outcome of the battle of 
Smolensk, considered one of the 
most decisive engagements of the 
Russian-German war, will depend 
on the ability of the Nazi high 
command to deploy fresh first rate 
troops against the Russians, it was 
said in authoritative British quar- 
ters. 

The German position appeared 
complicated because Russian coun- 
terattacks were reported by-pass- 
ing advancing Germans often and 
attacking lines of communications, 
these quarters said. 

They suggested that the last 
two weeks demonstrated deep 
German panze.: thrusts to be of 
little use because “Russians close 
in around them, cut off supplies 
and destroy the tanks.”

igan, demanded in the Senate to- 
day that the War Department 
withdraw statements «: Army offi- 
cers that a majority of citizen 
soldiers were in favor of legisla- 
tion to extend indefinitely their 
length of service in the army. 

Breaking into the.second day 
of debate on the service extension 
legislation, the Michigan Senator 
asserted it was his understanding 
that the War Department had for- 
bidden selectees, National Guards- 
men and reserves to express their 
o>position to the legislation. 

“It seems to mie,” Vandenberg 
told his colleagues, “that if the 
War Department is going to de- 
cline to let draftees and guards- 
Men say that they are opposed 
to the act, they ought to withdraw 
from the record the statements of 
Army officers saying that 80 or 
90 per cent of the men were in 
favor of additional service.” 

Tobey Makes Charge. 

Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, read a telegram he 
said he had received from a con- 
stituent asserting that the War 
Department appeared to have for- 
bidden citizen soldiers to commu- 
nicate their opposition to the bill 
to their Senators and Representa- 
tives, 

In reply, Tobey said he had 
wired that he was willing to re- 
ceive any petitions the citizen sol- 
diers might send to him, adding he 
did not believe selectees and oth- 
ers became “sub-citizens when they 
were inducted in the army or had 
waived any of their constitutional 
rights to petition their Representa- 
tives.” 

During the day, the War Depart- 
ment opposed a proposed amend- 
ment to army service extension leg- 
islation which would grant a 
year’s deferment of military train- 
ing to college students. 


Proposed by Educators. 

A group of educators headed by 
Harry Woodburn Chase, chancellor 
of New York University, asked a 
Senate military subcommittee to 
approve an amendment which 
would defer until July 1, 1942, the 
calling of students under the Selec- 
tive Service Act. 

Chairman Reynolds (Dem.), 
North Carolina, read the committee 
a letter from the War Department 
opposing the move on the grounds 
that some prospective selectees 
might enter college to avoid the 
draft. 

Urges Bonus for Men. 


After Vandenberg had spoken 
Senator Downey (Dem.), California 
urged approval of his amendment 
granting a $30 monthly bonus to 
all selectees, National Guardsmen 
and reservists who serve longer 
than a year. The bonus would be 
paid in monthly installments after 
the men had been released from 
service. 

Senator ~Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana expressed doubt that “Con- 
gress will have the courage, the 
intestinal fortitude, the guts to 
stand up and pass legislation which 
will say exactly how long the se- 
lectees are going to have to serve.” 

Wheeler said an indefinite exten- 
sion of the service period had 
been asked on the. ground that 
flexibility was needed. ‘“What a 
pass we have come to in the name 
of flexibility,” he shouted. 

Assails Willkie. 

Calling Wendell L. Willkie “this 
great warmaker,” Wheeler told the 
Senate that officers of motion pic- 
ture companies “had to whale and 
drive their employes like sheep” to 
get them to attend Willkie’s recent 
speech in Los Angeles. One officer, 
he added, ordered that all em- 
ployes in a department be can- 
vassed in advance ag to whether 
they would hear the speech.

NEW DEAL ‘PRODIGALITY’ 


~ ASSAILED IN TAX DEBATE 


Republican Tells House Continuance of Pres- 
ent Spending Means Bankruptcy— Joint 
Income Plan Expected to Stand.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, told the House today 
that the new $3,529,200,000 tax bill 
was the fourteenth tax bill “since 
the New Deal came in, and nearly 
all were made necessary by New 
Deal prodigality and waste.” 

“We cannot continue our pres- 
ent spending indefinitely without 
bankrupting the country,” Knut- 
son said. 

He described the tax bill as “not 
bad,” adding that it was much 
less severe “than if the Treasury 
had had its way.” 

Reports that United States steel 
was being shipped to England, go- 
ing thence to South Carolina and 
then being sold to customers in 
this country were discussed by 
Knutson, Representative Tread- 
way (Rep.), Massachusetts and 
Representative Sumner (Rep.), 
Illinois. 

Miss Sumner said one of her 
former clients, an industrial con- 
cern, could not get steel, but a 
competitive English firm was get- 
ting steel and selling its products 
here. 

“We are doing more for the peo- 
ple of Britain than for our own 
selves,” said Knutson. “So I am 
not surprised to hear these obser- 
vations.” 

Administration supporters said 
that not more than 150 votes would 
be cast in the House against the 
tax bill provision requiring mar- 
ried pairs to file joint income re- 
turns. 

This would be decidedly less 
than the majority necessary for 
elimination of the -lause.

FLUE DUST AMONG ARTICLES 
NAVY SEEKS TO SALVAGE 


|How It Can Be Done and Use of 
Product Not Stated in 
Review of Work. 

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
The navy is carrying efforts to 
salvage scrap materials for defense 
industries to such an extent that 
it has even considered the possi- 
bility of using flue dust from oil 
burning vessels, ’ 

This was brought out today in 
a Navy Department review of 
salvage operations. It was stated 
that the navy had been asked to 
save the deposits in the flues of its 
vessels but no practical means had 
been found to do so.

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Doyne Says Location Will Be Acceptable 


If Convenient to Downtown 
St. Louis. 


Members of the Municipal Air- 
port Commission who discussed 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day the city’s need for additional 
air terminal facilities indicated 
that serious consideration was be- 
ing given to acquisition of a site 
on the East Side of the Mississippi 
River which would be more acces- 
sible to Downtown St. Louis than 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Development of an air terminal 
on the East Side, convenient to 
downtown St. Louis, was suggested 
in an editorial in the Post-Dispatch 
last week, 

Director of Public Utilities Max 
H, Doyne, chairman of the reor- 
ganized Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion, told a reporter its members 
were devoting much time to consid- 
ering possible locations for a sec- 
ond airport “as close to downtown 
St. Louis as we can get, and that 
certainly means the East Side, if 
it can be done.” 


Tentative, Personal Views. 


Doyne and the other commis- 
sion members who discuss*i the 
question, emphasized that they 
were expressing tentative personal 
views; thet the matter had not yet 
been fully studied, and the commis- 
sion itself had taken no position. 

He said, however, that determi- 
nation of the site of a new termi- 
nal was the boerd’s first order of 
business and that he was sending 
all available data on the subject to 
the members today that they 
would be prepared to proceed 
speedily at its next meeting, to 
be held possibly next week. 

Oliver L. Parks, president of 
Parks /‘r College on the East 
Side and one of the five citizen 
memberr of the commission, said 
he was convinceu the city needed 
two additional airports, of about 
1000 acres each, and that at least 
one of them should be on the East 
Side. Lambert Field has 540 acres, 
and not all of these are usable 
because of Cold Water Creek, 
which cuts across a corner of the 
field. The Cha aber of Commerce 
Airport Survey Committee has 
recommended acqui.ition of an ad- 
ditional 350 acres on the east and 
southeast. 


30 in Illinois Side. 

Parks said he had flown over 
the St. Louis area last Saturday, 
looking for airport sites, and did 
not find a good location on the 
Missouri side closer than Lambert 
Field, although there were three, 
he said, on the Illinois side within 
six miles of St. Louis. The air- 
plane survey, Parks added, was 
similar to those he had made in 
locating 17 airports he has built in 
the last two years for the train- 
ing of military pilots. 

On the subject of why the city 
should need two additional air- 
ports, Parks pointed to the tre- 
mendous advances made in avia- 
tion, under the spur of military 
necessity, in the last few years. 
Commercial aviation is now at a 
standstill, he said, because of mili- 


tary demands on equipment and 


that cars older than 1938 models 
could not be purchased. 

Fulton said the army had paid 
on repairs and rentals on several 
Fort Bliss tractors more than the 
price agreed on in the army’s op- 
tion to purchase. In one case, he 
said, repairs on a $3000 tractor had 
amounted to $2300. 

He asked Richardson to check 
on all cases in which repair costs 
had equaled 50 per cent or more 
of'the valuation of the equipment. 

“It might be a good thing,” Tru-

TY BEGINS TO CUT OFF 
WATER TODELNQUENS 


Starts Action Against All Ow- 
ing for Supply-——Payments 
Only at Tax Office. 


The city today began shutting 
off the water supply of several 
thousand water consumers who are 
delinquent and have failed to re- 
spond to repeated warnings to pay 
their bills. 

Water Commissioner Thomas J, 
Skinker told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had notified turnkeys in 
each of the city’s 12 water assess- 
ment districts to begin turning off 
the water of everyone owing a bill 
and continue doing so until further 
notice. The turnkeys are not au- 
thorized to accept any of the back 
payments, which must be made to 
the office of Tax Collector William 
F. Baumann at City Hall. 

While a few dozen houses have 
had their water supply closed since 
Director of Public Utilities Max H. 
Doyne began his inquiry into de- 
linquent water accounts about six 
weeks ago, this is the first action 
for widespread, continued stop- 
pages. Ralph C. Cope, superin- 
tendent of the Water Assessment 
Section, estimated that there are 
still 12,000 delinquent accounts, al- 
though many of these are now un- 
collectable because of deaths, re- 
movals from the city or similar 
reasons. 

The city had previously set July 
15 as the final deadline for pay- 
ment of bills, but postponed action 
because hundreds of householders 
hurried to the Collector’s office to 
pay. In commenting on the city’s 
decision actually to start large- 
scale water stoppages, Skinker 
said: “We must get people into 
the habit of paying their water 
bills promptly.” He estimated that 
the water supply of from 30 to 100 
homes a day could be shut off by 
the turnkeys, and that it would 
take about a month before all de- 
linquent householders had been 
visited. A rush to pay bills was 
anticipated by city officials. 

Skinker yesterday sent notices 
to turnkeys that in no circum- 
stances are they to accept money 
for bills. John Crowe, former 
water department turnkey, was 
charged in a warrant last week 
with accepting funds for payment 
of bills and not turning them over 
to the city. Collector Baumann, 
discussing the matter with -a re- 
porter today, said the practice of 
some turnkeys in accepting money 
for bills had existed “for some 
time,” and that he “couldn't do 
anything about it.”

City Bridge Board Accepts Plan 
To Shift Collection of Tolls 


Ordinance Embodying Nolte Proposal to Put 
Work Under Utilities Director to Be 
Submitted in Fall. 


The Municipal Bridge Commis- 
sion, at a meeting this afternoon 
in the office of Mayor William Dee 
Becker, accepted the recommenda- 


tion of Comptroller Louis Nolte 
that the duties and the patronage 
connected with the collection of 
highway tolls on the Municipal 
Bridge be transferred from his 
office to that of Director Max H. 
Doyne of the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities. Doyne is chairman 
ex-officio of the Municipal Bridge 
Commission. 

An ordinance providing for the 
transfer will be drafted by the 
City Counselor’s office and intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen 
when -it reconvenes in September. 
As suggested by Nolte, the ordi- 
nance will make it the duty of the 
Director of Utilities to handle the 
collections and deposit the money 
with the City Treasurer, and will 
leave the Comptroller the duty of 
a and auditing the collec- 

ons. 


Collections exceed $1,000,000 a 


year, and 14 collectors and seven 
checkers are employed. Nolte’s 
recommendation was in line with 
the recent findings of the Mayors’ 
Survey Commission, which said 
that the functions of collecting and 
auditing should not be exercised 
by the same official —~ 

For the year ending July 21, 
which was the ninth year of bridge 
toll collections, gross receipts were 
$1,002,975. For the entire period 
since July 21, 1932, the gross total 
was $8,347,332, representing collec- 
tions from 74,231,770 gehicles, at 10 
cents for pleasure cars and 15 for 
commercial vehicles.

SEC officials explained that un- 
der the definitions contained in 
the law, the St. Louis County 
Water Co. is a “non-utility” and 
that the remarks regarding value 
in the order applied to the County 
company.

After drawing small crowds for 
a long time, Scott appeared before 
the city council and appealed for 
an extension of the closing hour 
law from 1 to 2:30 a. m., for which 
he offered to pay an extra license 
fee. Scott declared that the earlier 
closing hour drove people from his 
place to taverns out in Sangamon 
County. The council declined to 
extend the law. 

The Spot closed July 20 and a 
creditor’s writ of attachment ap- 
peared on the door in which a lien 
was claimed on everything inside 
but the Filipino waiters. They 
immediately obtained jobs in a 
competitor’s establishment. 

Opens New Club. 
Shortly thereafter, Scott an- 
nounced the opening of the “Gold- 
en Gate,” in the county. There 
he could remain open as long as 
he liked and there was no bar on 
gambling. Even with these added 
attractions, the “Golden Gate” be- 
lied its name. It closed for altera- 
tions last spring and never opened 


again. 

Scott filed a bankruptcy petition 
in United States District Court yes- 
terday, asking time to arrange for 
payment of debts which he said he 
could not meet now. He listed as- 
sets of $27,668 and debts of $15,688.

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PAPER FABRICATORS 
HERE FEEL PINCH OF 
DEFENSE PRIORITIES 


Increasing Difficulty in Filling 
Orders Reported Because of 
National Demands. 


Increasing difficulty in meeting 
orders for paper bags and other 
paper commodities because of de- 
fense demands was reported today 
by St. Louis paper products man- 
ufacturers and jobbers. 

A spokesman for the Central 
States Paper & Bag Co. told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that lack 
of adequate raw materials had 
caused unfilled orders for paper 
products to pile up. He antici- 
pated increasing shortages in wood 
pulp. As an illustration he relat- 
ed that the company had only two 
cars of paper ready for shipment 
on a contract that calls for 10. 
Ordinarily, he said, the whole or- 
der would have been ready at the 
same time. 

The same spokesman said that 
he knew of at least six paper 
manufacturers who are already 
awaiting a day when they will 
have to close down completely for 
lack of raw materials. He ex- 
pected the critical stage in the 
business probably would come in 
about six months. 

When the full effect of the ex- 
pected shortage does come, all 
paper commodities, ranging from 
grocery and clothes bags to paper 
napkins, as well as paper used for 
printing purposes will be affected, 
dealers asserted. 

Similar reports of the defense 
pinch came from the cleaning in- 
dustry. One jobber said he would 
not be surprised to find himself 
without wire hangers as well as 
paper bags before long. He said 
that even now his establishment 
and others are trying to conserve 
their supply of hangers in antici- 
pation of the worst.

Rain Under Normal, Spotty 


‘Weather Man’s Report for Month Carries 
Cautious Hint of Cooler Period — 
to Come. 


A cautious but definitely audi- 
ble assertion that cooler days are 
in the offing was the cheeriest 
part of a Weather Bureau inquiry 
today reviewing the meteorological’ 
Caprices of July. 

The caution seemed largely pro- 
fessional. But the words, as ut- 
tered by Senior Meteorologist Wal- 
ter J. Moxom, were: 

“Yes, you might say the worst 


is. over as Julys are our hottest 
months—but August has been 
known to have a few hot days.” 

The records showed that only 
once since 1931 has July failed to 
mark a summer’s maximum tem- 
perature. That was in 1938, when 
June recorded 98 degrees for that 
summer’s high. The record high 
for this July was 101 degrees last. 
Monday; for last summer, July 29, 
102 degrees. 

As for “heat waves,” or consec- 
utive days of high temperatures, 
this year’s July could not match 
July, 1926, with its 15 consecutive 
days of temperatures above 97, or 
July, 1936, with its 15 consecutive 
of 92 or better. The best this 
month could do was 10 days of 90 
degrees or better. 

Average temperature for this 
July was 81.2 degrees, whereas 78.8 
degrees is normal for the month. 

Moxom’s greatest concern was 
about the rain—or lack of it. Only 
1.67 inches of rain fell in the cur- 
rent month—including .54 of an 
inch last night—whereas normal 
for July is 2.98 inches. This rain 


in the central and western part 
of St. Louis. 

The “tterakish” nature of July's 
‘rainfall drew special comment 
from Moxom. He pointed out that 
the rain seemed to fall in spots, 
concentrating on sharply defined 
areas or stret.hing in narrow 
belts, like last right’s downpour, 
whicn extended straight across the 
.State to Kansas City. 

Specific reports of “spotty” rain- 
fall came from Shaw’s Garden, 
where officiais said that showers 
have been frequent while nearby 
areas wer drving up. Example: 
last Wednesday the garden en- 
joyed a good sprinkling, while 
Arsenal street remained bone dry: 
The Gray Summit arboretum also 
reported adequate rainfall in the 
midst of virtua: drouth. 

Continued dryness, Moxom de- 
clared, will cause much crop loss, 
particularly in garden truck and 
fruits. 

The immediate weather prospect, 
he continued, is coolness, That is, 
if a cool mass of air in the North 
Central states behaves. At least, 
he added, the weather map is active 
again and that means, to experts, 
not too much of the same, what- 
ever it is.

TAYLORVILLE, Ill, July 31 
(AP).—Sheriff Virgil Ezra of 


Christian County was arrested to- 
day on two grand jury indictments 
charging him with conspiracy to 
obstruct justice in enforcement of 
anti-slot machine laws. — 

A. L. Stocks, president of the 
Village Board of nearby Morrison- 
ville and Republican county chair- 
man, also was indicted, on charges 
of mafeasance and omission of 
duty, by the grand jury summoned 
by State’s Attorney Tom Sweeney 
to investigate what he termed “an 
unusual situation of corruption” in 
the county. 

The grand jury inquiry followed 
a recent raid on the city jail by 
Sheriff Ezra and deputies who 
forcibly seized 108 slot machines 
which had heen confiscated earlier 
by city police and constables act- 
ing under orders of the State’s 
Attorney. 

The indictments against Sheriff 
Ezra charged conspiracy and an 
attempt to obstruck justice. Ezra 
was not placed in custody, but 
planned to appear later to make 
arrangements for bond. 

Stocks, an undertaker, posted 
$2000 bond after he was served 
by Sheriff Ezra with warrants. 

Indictments made public today 
brought to 27 the total number 
returned by the Grand Jury. 

In addition to Ezra and Stocks, 
those named in the new indict- 
ments included: 

Frank Scherrer, St. Louis, 
charged with operating a gaming 
device, and James Farney. Taylor- 
ville, charged with conspiracy to 
obstruct justice. 

In the raid on a warehouse July 
17 in which the 108 slot machines 
were first seized by State’s Attor- 
ney Sweeney, Scherrer and Farney 
were arrested and charged with il- 
legal possession of the devices. 

Farney obtained a search war- 
rant upon the city jail later used 
by Sheriff Ezra in the subsequent 
jail raid and the forceful remov- 
al of the slot machines to the 
county jail. During the raid, Ezra 
arrested Ed Zemke, Taylorville’s 
police chief, but Zemke was re- 
leased on orders of Sweeney. 

Judge Bullington subsequently 
appointed a custodian for the slot 
machines, and they were removed 
to a warehouse yesterday.

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Detective Tells of Red Activity 
By Carmel (Cal.) Artists, Writers 


Former U. S. Agent Employed by Ship-Own-|?* 
ers Says He Listened to Radio Talks With 
Moscow, Kept Guest Book of Intellectuals. 


LOS ANGELES, July 31 (AP).— 


A former government investigator 
told a California Legislative Com- 
mittee he had gathered evidence 
of communistic activities by intel- 
lectuals of the artists’ and writers’ 
colony at Carmel. | 
The witness, Charles G. Bakcsy, 
told the Committee Investigating 
' Subversive Activities yesterday that 
he was employed by San Francisco 
ship owners shortly before the 
1935 waterfront strike there to look 


into Communist affairs. 

In Carmel, he said, he rented a 
large house and, posing as a Com- 
munist sympathizer under’ the 
name of Capt. Charles Y. Sharkey, 
gave parties which were attended 
by’ college professors, school teach- 
ers, writers and professional men. 

“TJ kept a guest book in which 
were listed the names of important 
Communists who visited me, and 
in every room of the house dicto- 
graphs were installed to record 
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their conversations.” : 

At the instance of a group of col- 
lege professors, he declared, Car- 
mel writers were employed by the 
Commissar for Heavy Industry of 
Amtorg, Soviet trade organization, 
to prepare Communist pamphlets. 

“T obtained the confidence of 

party members and was able to 
visit the Soviet Consul in San 
Francisco, where I listened in on 
short-wave conversations with 
Moscow, and where I saw secret 
cabinets stuffed with records of 
Communist operations. in the 
United States.” 

As as evidence of his commu- 
nistic sympathies, he installed a big 
electric star on the roof of his 
house to signal Communist crew 
members on ships at sea. 

“The signaling was just to let 
them know they had friends 
ashore.” 

The witness told the committee 
he was a former operative of the 
Treasury Department, the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Burns De- 
tective Agency.

PRIORITIES ORDER 
BEING PREPARED 
FOR SILK TRADE 


It Is Expected to Cut Deep- 
ly Into Use of Fabric 
and Finally End Civilian 


Consumption. 


‘ 


WASHINGTO. , July 31 (AP).— 
A priorities order is in prepara- 
tion which will curb substantially, 
if not completely the flow of raw 
silk into hosiery mills and other 
civilian manufacture, Office of 
Production Management officials 
said today. 

The order, expected within a 
short time, probably will provide 
for a deep initial cut in silk con- 
sumption, followed by gradually 
diminishing allocations to mills 
until th. civilian use of the im- 
ported fiber is virtually halted, it 
was said, the purpose is to con- 
serve existing stocks for military 
purposes. 

Concern for the 175,000 employes 
in the silk industry, who would be 
thrown out of jobs if mills were 
abrupty ordered to cease opera- 
tions, is a principal factor behind 
the plan for the gradual diminu- 
tion of civilian allocations, an 
OPM priorities division official 
said. 

While military demands are not 
heavy, defense leaders were said 
to feel that the small quantity of 
silk stocks in the country and the 
prospect of complete cessation of 
imports from Japan make & con- 
servation program necessary. 

On July 1 there were only about 
18 weeks’ supply of raw silk— 
about 88,000 bales—in public ware- 
houses and in mills. Normal con- 
sumption is 5000 bales a week. 
Military uses, including parachutes 
and powder bags, normally ac- 
count for 5 or 6 per cent of this 
consumption, and both War and 
Navy Departments have reported 
that stocks @ppeared ample, con- 
sidering that rayon or other sub- 
stitutes could be for parachute 
use. 

The tension between this coun- 
try and Japan, source of 81 per 
cent of American silk imports, is 
regarded with varying degrees of 
seriousness by OPM officials, but 
a considerable group is represent- 
ed as feeling that the Government 
must act on the assumption that 
no more silk will come from Ja- 
pan. 

This view was bolstered yester- 
day when the Tatuta Maru, after 
waiting off San Francisco for six 
days, put into port on the under- 
standing that it could discharge 
passengers and carry back the $2,- 
500,000 cargo of raw silk. 

To consider the unemployment 
problem likely to result from cur- 
tailment of silk supplies, repre- 
sentatives of the silk industry and 
textile unions will meet here to- 
morrow in a conference called by 
Sidney Hillman, OPM associate di- 
rector. 


Hosiery Mill Closed by Silk Short- 
age; 600 Idle.

C. Grew for the bombing of the 
United States gunboat Tutuila at 
Chungking, China. 

Before Grew left his office this 
morning Vice-Foreign Minister 
Kumaichi Yamamoto called at the 
Embassy and requested permission 
for Foreign Minister Vice-Admiral 
Teijiro Toyoda, to call. The visit 
was canceled at the last minute, 
however, and it was requested that 
Grew call instead at the Foreign 
Office. There the Foreign Minister 
expressed the Government’s regret, 

Meanwhile the Navy Minister’s 
Chief Aid visited the American na- 
val attache, Comander Henri 
Smith-Hutton, to express regrets. 

In his 20-minute talk with the 
foreign minister, Grew was as- 
sured that tne Japanese armed 
forces everywhere had been in- 
structed to take the utmost care 
that American property not be 


ed, 

The American Ambassador also 
protested on three separate occa- 
sions today to the Foreign Office 
against telephone and cable cen- 
sorship under which information 
on the Tutuila incident was kept 
from leaving the country until 
after Grew’s meeting with Toyoda. 

National City Bank Reopened. 

The National City Bank opened 
its doors today for the first time 
since the Japanese Government’s 
order freezing United States cred- 
its went into effect Saturday. 

Finance Ministry officials said 
they had been examining the 
bank’s books. Reopening of the 
bank was on a limited basis only, 
however, for withdrawals by “citi- 
zens of designated foreign coun- 
tries,” for the purpose of paying 
Japanese employes or government 
taxes. 

The foreign countries designat- 
ed were Britain, the United States 
and The Netherlands. Japanese, 
Germans, Italians and all others 
are not permitted to withdraw 
funds. 

The Tokyo stock market, mean- 
while, remained generally weak. 
The Yokohama silk exchange still 
was closed but was expected to 
re-open in several days. 


GUNBOAT’S STERN 


The stern of the United States 
gunboat Tutuila was lifted out 
of the water by the Japanese bomb 
that fell near it yesterday, a Unit- 
ed States Embassy eyewitness re- 
lated today.

Hitler Backer, Said to 
Have Funds in New 
York Banks. 


NEW YORK, July 31 (AP).—The 
Herald Tribune said today that 
Fritz Thyssen, German industrialist 
credited with helping to finance 
Adolf Hitler’s rise to power, “has 
$3,000,000 in American cash salted 
away in the bank vaults of down- 
town New York.” 

Thyssen’s whereabouts are a 
mystery. The German Govern- 
ment confiscated his vast industrial 
properties and stripped him of cit- 


izenship after a reputed break with. 


Hitler early in 1940. 

At that time, he went to Switzer- 
land. Since then, Berlin sources 
have insisted he was in South 
America, despite reports that he 
had been arrested in France and 
that he was in a German concen- 
tration camp. 

The Herald Tribune, quoting “in- 
formed sources in Germany,” said 
he is in a German sanitarium en- 
joying “limited freedom of move- 
ment.”

DRIVE FOR IRON. SCRAP 
NEXT, GRAGE PREDICTS 


It May Be Needed to Keep 
Steel Mills Operating for 
Defense, He says. 


NEW YORK, July 31 (AP).—E. 
G. Grace, president of Bethlehem 


Steel Corporation, predicted today 
that an iron and steel scrap drive, 
similar to the recent aluminum 
drive, might be instituted through- 
out the United States in order to 
keep the steel_industry operating 
for defense. 

Grace described the present scrap 
shortage as “extremely serious.” 
“We are operating on a hand-to- 
mouth basis right now,” he said 
after pointing out that the Beth- 
lehem Corporation had turned out 
steel for the last 12 months at 100 
per cent of its capacity. 

“Frankly, there is not a bit of 
use of this nation building more 
steel furnaces until we get more 
scrap metal,” he said. 

Grace disclosed that discussions 
already were under way with the 
British toward a goal of cutting 
off scrap shipments, the Ameeri- 
cans holding that it would be a 
greater benefit to the British to 
send over finished steel products. 

Again referring to American 
capacities, Grace said: “The ca- 
pacity of this country to make 


steel already is about double that 
of Germany.”

JEFFERSON CITY, July 31L— 
An appropriation bill for support 
of State educational institutions 
in the biennial period of 1941-1942, 
including the University of Mis- 
souri and 10 other schools, was 
signed by Gov. Donnell late yes- 
terday after he vetoed $339,000 of 
the $9,751,765 in items carried in 
the bill as passed by the Legisla- 
ture. - 

The cuts, totaling $175,000 in 
items charged against general rev- 
enue and $164,000 in items against 
earnings and fees of the schools, 
reduced the appropriations in the 
bill to $9,412,765. 

This bill provides funds, from 
general revenue and earnings, for 
the university at Columbia, the 
Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy at Rolla, the five State 
teachers’ colleges at Kirksville, 
Maryville, Warrensburg, Spring- 
field and Cape Girardeau, the Mis- 
souri School for the Deaf at Ful- 
ton, Missouri School for the Blind 
at St. Louis, Lincoln University 
for Negroes at Jefferson City and 
the Negro vocational school at 
Dalton. 

Curtailments at Rolla. 

The largest single item cut from 
the bill by the Governor was $125,- 
000 from general revenue for com- 
pletion of the chemistry building 
of the School of Mines. The Gov- 
ernor said the veto was due to 
the “necessity of curtailment in ex- 
penditures of the government of 
the State.” He lopped $4000 from 
salary and operation funds for the 
Rolla school. 

He disapproved items of $40,000 
for the University of Missouri and 
$10,000 for the Rolla school from 
general revenue for fire, hail and 
windstorm insurance on buildings 
of the two schools, He said no in- 
surance had been carried on such 
buildings in recent years with the 
exception of a field house at the 
university. 

Approval of the insurance items 
would establish a precedent which 
might cause a heavy recurring 
expense to the State, the Governor 
said, and involved the question 
of whether the risk to the State 
would more than offset the ex- 
pense. He said the evidence was 

not convincing that the precedent 
should be established.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida,

Instead of having neatly labeled 
Nazi parties culling votes, the 
Nazis concentrate on financing 
“nationalist” parties composed of 
malcontents who, once in power, 
will be subservient to the local 
German diplomats. 

The old method was to organ- 
ize regular Nazi parties in each 
country, ther swing out to enlist 
support outside the German colo- 
nies. Local sympathizers of Ger- 
rans and Germany were enlisted, 
ard the laggard were threatened 
with economic reprisals. Propa- 
ganda against Great Briiain as a 
“plutocratic imperialist” and 
against the United States as a 
“dollar imperialist” served to keep 
opinion divided. Gestapo delegates 
assisted in loca] disturbances. 

Change in Tactics. 

A major reason why this sys- 
tom was discarded in South Amer- 
ica was that it had to be backed 
vy iailitary support, just as it had 
needed armed masses nearby to 
be successful in Europe. Konrad 
Henlein, it is recalled, could not 
swing the Sudetenland until the 
German army was ready to march 

Czechoslovakia. 


In keeping with the Nazis’ 
“South American way,” Gonzalez 
von Marees was instructed to dis- 
band his National Socialist party 
in Chile, the Overseas National 
Socialist party was. dissolved in 
Argentina and the German s0- 
cieties in Brazil were told to pipe 
down. 

In this hemisphere, so the Nazi 
masterminds have decreed, the 
fundamental idea is for the Nazis 
to be dominant in a “nationalist” 
party; finance and encourage the 
young hot heads who compose it; 
to seize power by revolution—and 
South America is susceptible to 
revolutions. 

Once in power, knowing nothing, 
come into power through revolu- 
tion, then it and the Nazi-paid 
press throughout the continent 
can cite a long list of pan-Amer- 
ican treaties and declare to the 
United .States: “Keep out. Re- 
member your pledges not to in- 
tervene in the internal affairs of 
your American neighbors.” 

Guided by Nazi Diplomats. 

“Nationalist” parties are com- 
posed of young men who want po- 
sition and money. Like the Nazis 
elsewhere, they are the also-rans. 

Once in powre, knowing nothing, 
these youths naturally and inevit- 
ably are dependent on the German 
diplomatic representatives who 
are far from stupid, who receive 
their orders from Berlin and who 
have money. 

Germany’s South Amreican pro- 
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cedure needs no submarines in 
Dakar, no airplanes in Brazil, no 
ships in the South Atlantic. If 
official opinion in the United 
States, say Americans here, is 
that Nazis in South America can 
be licked by obtaining American 


bases in French West Africa, that | 


opinion is flourishing in a fool’s 
paradise. 

Hitler told John Cudahy recent- 
ly that the German army had con- 
sidered and abandoned any plans 
to take South America. Hitler 
meant it, declare those who are 
concerned about Nazi infiltration 
on this side. For with a “nation- 
alist” party in power in any South 
American country, the Nazis can

RIO DE JANEIRO, July 31

NAZI SEAMEN ARRVE. 


AT BULGARAN PORTS 


Navy Personnel at Varna and 
Burgas Revive Rumors of 
Dardanelles ,Threat.

ANKARA, July 30 (Delayed) 
(AP)—Diplomatic dispatches from 
Bulgaria reported today that Ger- 
man naval personnel had arrived 
at the Black Sea ports of Varna 


The possibility was seen that 
they were preparing for operations 
against the Russian fleet. At the 
same time, rumors were circulat- 
ing in Turkey that the Axis planned 
to seize the Dardanelles and Bos- 
porus straits in order to send the 


Italian fleet into the Black Sea. 
One eyewitness of German naval 
personnel movements was reported 
to have counted 120 signaimen and 
engineers and seven commissioned 
officers on one train in Bulgaria 
en route to the Black Sea. Several 
hundred others, diplomatic dis- 
patches said, were understood to 
have’ been assigned to Bulgaria. 


Official Turkish circles said 
they regarded talk of Axis menace 
to the Dardanelles and Bosporus 
Straits as premature, Observers, 
however, said they considered that 
a lightning attack mighf occur in 
September, depending on Ger- 
many’s success or disappointments 
in the Russian campaign. 


If Kiev were to fall to the Ger- 
mans, these observers said, the 
Nazi intention would be to strike 
across Southern Russia to Crimea. 
These quarters considered it a pos- 
sibility that the Italian warships 
might be necessary to German 
Biack Sea communications. 

British military experts, how- 
ever, asserted that an Axis at- 
tack on Turkey would bring the 
British Royal Air Force into ac- 
tion immediately, with heavy 
bombing attacks certain to

A squadron of the American- 
made tanks and a squadron of 
British light cruiser tanks thun- 
dered up a hillside belching smoke 
as their guns blazed at an objec- 
tive close to the royal observation 
point. 

The King and Queen then saw a 
squadron of Spitfires diving at 


past less than 20 feet from the 
ground, raking the tanks with can- 
non fire. 

This demonstration, in which the 
planes theoretically put the tanks 
out of action, was only one phase 
of maneuvers of mechanized forces 


more than 300 miles an hour hurtle, 


which Their Majesties watched 
through the morning. 

King George showed keen inter- 
est in the American-made tanks, 
which have been in Britain a little 
more than a month, and asked 
many questions of the officers with 
him.

AR CORRESPONDENT ROB- 
Weer ST. JOHN survived @ 
German airplane attack on a 
Greek train but discovered days 
later that he had been wounded, 
He tells of the incident in the fol- 
lowing story.

NEW YORK, July 31.—If the 
war ever ends and you want to 
take the most beautiful train trip 


in the world, go to Petras, Greece, 
and buy a ticket for Corinth. 

The tracks follow for 150 miles 
the very edge of the cliffs beside 
the Gulf of Corinta. You are never 
out of sight of the smooth blue 
water. The cliffs are perhaps a 
hundred feet high so you seem to 
be dangling right over the sea. 

But that is one trip I am never 
going to take again. It was on 
that journey that we got shot up 
by a Messerschmitt. 

We had gone through 24 hours 
of hell in Petras, which is on the 
Peloponnesus, on the south side 
of the gulf. We had landed there 
from a Greek food ship. As usual, 
the Stukas were just even with us. 
The Germans had occupied the 
mainland, within sight, across the 
gulf. And now they were giving 
Petras that hammering from the 
air which always came a few hours 
before occupation. 

Among other things that day 
they got the last hospital ship the 
Greeks had left. It had been an- 
chored in the harbor with a few 
hundred wounded men on board. 
Then there were a lot of barges 
on which whole families had 
parked themselves. What. those 
barges looked like after the Stu- 
kas finished with them cannot be 
described in cold print. It would 
make you ill. 

A Way to Athens. 

When we saw these things we 
knew there was going to be no 
rest for us in Petras. We had to. 
spend half the day hiding in an 
air raid shelter marked “built with 


American funds.” Then, between | 


raids, we buzzed around trying to 
find some way to get to Athens. 


We still had not been able to 
send a single word of what had 
been happening to America, but 
Athens was a matter of less than 
200 miles and surely there would 
be communications there. 


We spent hours arguing with the 
Greek military. They said that 
some time during the night a troop 
train was leaving for Corinth. It 
might go on to Athens. So we 
went down to the Petras railroad 
station and waited all night. When 
dawn came the _ train pulled in. 
We got aboard with the soldiers. 
There must have been 500 of them. 
Russell Hill of the New York Her- 
ald Tribune, Leigh White of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
(formerly of St. Louis) and I got 
three seats together. Terence 
Atherton of the London Daily Mail 
was sitting across the aisle. 


Daylight was just breaking as 
we started. When we saw the lay 
of the land ... the route the 
train followed ... we knew we 
were in for trouble. Somehow we 
got three seats on the side of the 
train toward the open sea. And I 
drew a seat right next to the win- 
dow. 

“It looks as if today’s the day!” 
someone said. 

“Meaning?” 

“Too Much of a Temptation.” 

“Meaning that this train packed 
with soldiers going right along 
the edge of the sea with the Ger- 
mans in occupation right across 
the gulf is just too much of a 
temptation for anyone to resist.” 

Someone said, “Well, as long as 
we ecan’t do anything about it 
let’s play poker and forget it.” 

So we did. 

We were not scheduled to make 
any stops, but every time we 
reached a town, which was every 
few miles, we stopped. The engi- 
neer couldn’t help it. Soldiers 
who heard the train coming 
swarmed out on the tracks. Then 
when the train stopped they 
jammed themselves into the vesti-

 bules or even onto the tops of the 
cars, 

We were about 50 miles from 
Petras when it happened. We were 
still playing poker. White had 
just won a big pot and Hill was 
making an entry in his little 
black book, because we had no 
poker chips or matches. 

I was facing toward the rear of 
the train and the first thing I 
saw was the wing of a plane. I 
think we were in the last car. I 
could have reached out the win- 
[dow and touched the wing, it was 
so close. 

Just then the 
started firing. 

Huddle in Aisle. 

I never saw men move so quick- 
ly. And so instinctively. No one 
ever had told us what to do if we 
were riding in a train and an air- 
plane started machine-gunning us. 
But we knew without lessons. 

White and Hull were next to 
the aisle and they fell on the floor 
first. Then a lot of fellows from 
the other side of the car fell on top 
of them. I was: last man. The 
plane was just about opposite our 
window when we got settled there 
in the aisle. I remember I kept 
thinking what a target I was. 

The machine gun fire lasted 
about seven seconds. That was 
long enough for the pilot to go the 
whole length of the train. Then 
the plane roared off to make a big 
circle and come back again. 

The train stopped with a jerk. 
Windows on the far. side were 
thrown open. Hundreds of soldiers 
dived through them. 

White was quite a way under me 
but I could hear him shouting that 
he had been shot. Hill was under 
him. 

By the time the plane returned, 
no one was left in the car but the 
three of us. Hill and I tried to car- 
ry White out before we got a sec- 
ond blasting. But he was heavy 
and his right thigh was useless and 
there were three bicycles in the 
vestibule of the car. 

Second Attack. 

Hill and I were standing up, with 
White’s arms around our shoulders, 
when the car got its second blast- 
ing, but the bullets missed us. 
While the plane was circling we

| got White under the train. It was 


impossible to.follow the Greék sol- 
diers up into the woods. 


The third blasting came as the 
three of us hugged the ground un- 
der the car. When the plane went 
off, the engineer got: panicky and 
started the train. Hill, White and 
I rolled from under just in time. 


How many men were killed and 
how many wounded inside the cars 


we never knew, because we never 
saw that train again. But the 
right of way was sprinkled ‘with 
men who had jumped or been shot 
off the tops of the cars, 

We faced the problem of what to 
do with White. We ripped a shut- 
ter off a nearby’ house .and used 
that for a stretcher. We carried 
him up the steep hillside to a high- 
way. There was no traffic, but 
we finally found a broken-down 
Royal Air Force truck, ‘The driver 
said he would take us to Corinth 
if we could help him get the truck 
going. It took about an hour. 

Hundreds of Greek soldiers were 
still in the woods, some of them in 
the tops of trees and others hiding 
under rocks, when we set out. 
Many of them were screaming like 
mad. 

We picked up half a dozen who 
had been wounded, ' During the 
trip, my right Jeg felt asleep and 
I kept pounding it. Somehow I 
never thought: about being shot. 
Days later, when I tried to change 
my clothes, I found my trousers 
stuck.to my leg. And then I n6- 
ticed for the first time that on the 
trouser leg was caked blood. 

But it was a long time later, aft- 
er we got to Cairo, before an X-ray 
picture convinced me I actually 
had stopped a couple of machine 
gun bullets. 


U. S. FILES $683,000 TAX LIEN 
AGAINST PRE-REP 


Old Perfume Firm Accused of Di- 


verting Alcohol Into Bootleg 
Channels. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 31 
(AP).—In an echo of prohibition 
days, the Federal Government yes- 
terday filed a $683,000 tax lien 
against the old La Pompadour, 
Inc., and 13 officials and employes, 
charging the company diverted al- 
cohol from the legtimate perfume 
business into bootleg channels, fail- 
ing to buy the proper revenue 
stamps. 

The liens cover liquor law viola- 
tions the Government charges oc- 
curred between 1927 and 1934. 

Among those named in the liens 
is Meyer Shuldberg, former head 
of a liquor distributing house, who 
was one of the principal defense 
witnesses at Isadore Blumenfield’s 
trial in 1936 on a first degree mur- 
der charge in connection with the 
killing of Walter W. Liggett, pub- 
lisher of a crusading weekly. 
Shuldberg was Blumentfield’s em- 
ployer at the time. Blumenfield 
was acquitted.

BOMBING OF CHUNGKING 
APPARENTLY EFFORT 10 
RUIN PLANES FROM U. S.

CHUNGKING, July 30 (De- 
layed).—These last two days of 
Japanese aerial activity have 
been by far the most sustained 
at Chungking since the begin- 
ning of the war, Japanese 
planes laid a mile-long row of 
250-pound bombs along what 
was left of Chungking’s main 
street in as senseless and cruel 
a piece of bombing as I had 
ever seen. They straddled the 
Soviet Embassy with two 
bombs, damaging outbuildings. 
Moving along the ruined ave- 
nue I could find nothing re- 
sembling military objectives 
hit, though hundreds of 
wretched civilians lost their 
houses and possessions. It 
seems incredible that after two 
years of bombing operations 
over Chungking the Japanese 
have not learned that they are 
accomplishing practically noth- 
ing toward ulti...ate victory. 
Probably one of the reasons 
for this intensified Japanese ac- 
tivity is an effort to search out 
and destroy American planes 
arriving in Ghina. As far as is 
known, none of these trim, effi- 
cient craft has seen action yet.

Sixty-six divisions were estimated 
to be the limit of Japan’s ability 
to equip, and these include the 
forces fighting China and threaten- 
ing Malaya to the south, 

Any hostile move toward The 
Netherlands East Indies would put 
Great Britain into the war against 
Japan promptly. A successful in- 
vasion of the islands would de- 
mand elimination of the strong 
British naval base of Singapore. 

The Indies are capable of putting 
up a fair defense alone, with some 
80,000 troops under arms, 200 mod- 
ern planes, and a small naval 
force. The Dutch could destroy 
their oil wells, if willing to make 
the sacrifice, to prevent them from 
falling into enemy hands. (Dr, 
Alexander Loudon, The Nether- 
lands Minister, said Tuesday oil 
wells and refineries in the Indies 
would be destroyed in event of an 
emergency.) 

The Philippines are capable of 
putting up a strong defense. It is 
doubtful that Japan would be able 
to conquer the islands and then 
successfully invade the Indies.

MILITARY VALUE 
OF LENINGRAD 


By DE WITT MACKENZIE 
Of the Associated Press. 


ERLIN’S quiet insistence that 
Bteningras is about to fall com- 
pels our attention. 

This former glittering capital of 
the Czars is the second city of all 
the Russias, and one of the most 
important of the Soviet defensive 
centers. Its loss would be a grave 
blow and would create an im- 
mediate threat to the entire struc- 
ture of the Stalin. defenses. 

Thus while we may be well ad- 
vised to regard the situation with 
reserve, pending developments, the 
matter is insistent enough to call 
for a re-examination of what it 
will mean if the Germans and 
their Finnish allies do get posses- 
sion of this great industrial city 
of 3,200,000 inhabitants. Here are 
some vital points for considera- 
tion: 

Leningrad is Russia’s sole re- 
maining port on the Baltic. It is 
the bridgehead for a network of 
railroads which extend into the 
country in all directions. 


Fleet Without Bases. 


Capture of Leningrad would cut 
the Soviet Union off from its naval 
forces in the Baltic altogether, 
leaving this homeless and wan- 
dering navy to the mercy of Ger- 
man men-of-war and bombers. 

Not only does Leningrad give 
Russia its all-important access 
to the F -Itic, but it i: one of the 
greatest industrial centers of Rus- 
sia. FEere among many other 
products are manufactured muni- 
tions, machinery of all _ sorts, 
chemfcals and rubber. 

But epart from what Leningrad 
means in itself, its capture would 
at once produce the menace of a 
German-Finnish turning movement 
against the Stalin line, which has 
its right flank enchored. on the 
port of Leningrad. This menace 
would be multiplied if the Nazis 
at the same time pressed their as- 
sault on he center of the Stalin 
line in the Smolensk area. 

Of course we don’t know what 
the plans of the Russian command 
are to meet such a situation. But 
Laving foreseen war with Ger- 
many, they have for years been 
preparing for just such an emer- 
gency. We have seen the effects 
of that preparation in the great 
resistance they have made thus 
far. We shall get a further view 
of prospects as the battle of Lenin- 
grad develc-- 

A Fortress: City. 

So far as cencerns the defense 
of the city proper, it is supposed 
Ly foreign military circles to be 
a giant fortress, but naturally de- 
tails are lacking. Certainly it is 
no £-cret that it is defended on the 
Baltic side by the great naval 
base of Kronstadt, which is heav- 
ily fortified. 

The land side of the metropolis 
is understood to be guarded by 
strategically placed fortifications 
and artillery. Apart from this 
the entire manpower of the city 
has been trained, and the forces 
of the regular army and air fleet 
there must be very strong. 

All this being so, one would ex- 
pect the Bolshevists to make such 
a fierce defense as to produce 
actual hand-to-hand fighting with 
cold steel, However, should the 
city fall I should say that this 
would force a very considerable 
and rapid withdrawal of the Red 
forces from the right wing of the

E UROPE’S diplomats are closely following developments which they

It is doubtful whether official 
advances have been made in either 
Chungking or London but persons 
familiar with Chinese policies say 
that the Chungking Government 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 


would enter such an agreement at 
any time. How far the movement 
proceeds seems to depend for the 
moment on how far Japan goes in 
Indo-China, 

Some sources believe that Eng- 
land is not yet prepared for such 
a step and that only the certainty 
that Indo-China would be made 
the base for further “defensive” 
measures against the British and 
the Americans in the Pacific 
would bring London to it. Both 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain have gone far to pacify the 
Japanese during the last 10 years 
at the expense of Chinese territory 
and interests. 

Axis and Vichy Anxious. 

There is, of course, no way of 
knowing here what theeJapanese 
will do, But the repercussions of 
the southward drive and its possi- 
ble future course are being studied 
anxiously in the Axis capitals and 
in Vichy. 

Vichy is the scene of a particu- 
larly interesting sideshow to the 
main event in the Pacific in which 
Berlin’s concern over the Reich's 
increasing isolation in all the 
world is evident, Japan has been 
insisting in Vichy, it is understood, 
on recognition by the French of 
the puppet Nanking Government 
but so far the French, who have 
capitulated in most things, have 
resisted. 

Berlin has remained entirely 
aloof to this part of the script and 
it may explain Vichy’s obstinacy. 
The Reich’s ties with China are 
slender enough even through Vichy 
but the Wilhelmstrasse shows no 
sign of breaking them. The Nazis 
recognized the Nanking Govern- 
ment only on the insistence of the 
Japanese, it is understood, and on 
the theory that the Chinese would 
protest no further. Actually, the 
Chungking representatives packed 
up in both Rome and Berlin and 
said for home on the U. §S. 8S. 
West Point to the disappointment 
of both political and economic lead- 
ers in Germany. : 

Counting on Chinese. 

In spite of this formal rupture 
Berlin has gone out of its way to 
court the Chinese.

Wood. It is a beautiful camp, and 
everything is brand-new. We have two- 
story frame buildings, housing approxi- 
mately 50 men each.

The food is excellent, and there is 
plenty of it. Beans, of course, predomi- 
nate. However, at each meal, in addition 
to meat and potatoes, there are three or 
four vegetables and dessert. The bever- 
ages are lemonade, iced tea and sweet 
milk. ; 

I have been assigned to the light 
machine-gun squadron, and we have been 
firing the guns for the past few weeks, 
and with real bullets. We have also 
fired the .30 and .45 caliber pistols. 

We have been doing clerical work in 
the office here in the evenings, in addi- 
tion to our drilling and marching every 
day, but my extra efforts have borne 
fruit. 
last week, and have been staying in 
the office every day since. 

We are just 140 miles from St. Louis, 
and I have been home twice.

MR. ROOSEVELT ON PRICE CONTROLS. 


Construction of an impregnable national defense 
jis vital to America’s security. No less important is 
adoption of measures to prevent price inflation. 
The two necessities, in fact, are closely associated. 

President Roosevelt recognized these facts in his 
message to Congress yesterday pointing out the 
urgent need for enacting effective price controls. He 
met the issue frankly—‘“We face inflation unless we 
act decisively and without delay’—and he warned 
that “inflationary price rises are today threatening 
to undermine our defense effort.” 

If prices continue to mount, because the present 
controls are incomplete in law and only partly 
effective in fact, the Government will find itself 
paying more and more for the materials it needs 
for the defense program. There will have to be 
more tax increases and more borrowing. The na- 
tional debt will mount even more rapidly than at 


work started by price inflation. 

The burden of higher commodity costs will aggra- 
vate the workers’ problem of maintaining their liv- 
ing standards and meeting the inevitably higher 
taxes. Wage increases will be in order, but each 
increase will mean industrial disputes and more 
price inflation. An uncontrollable cycle will begin 
to work disaster upon the country. 

And where will America stand after the war if 
it fails to curb the upward trend of prices? Raymond 
Moley, economist, writes in Newsweek: 

If we are shackled to a high price structure 
when the nations resume trade, we shall be beat- 
en at the start in South America and in other 
spheres of legitimate trade. For the other na- 
tions will enter the peace lean, hungry and ac- 
customed to lowered living standards. We, with 
our higher costs of production, will be unable 
to compete. England, Germany or Japan can- 
not drive us out of South America, but our own 
price structure can. We face crashing deflation 
at home and insuperable competition abroad 
unless we take resolute action now. 

In other words, everything is at stake in the meas- 
ures urged by the President: our defense effort, 
the people’s living standards, America’s economic 
structure and our post-war hopes. 

The President is not painting an alarmist picture 
when he draws a comparison between price figures 
for today and those for 1915, when the upward 
price movement had gone unchecked for so long 
that the restrictive measures taken subsequently 
proved too late. There is good reason for Mr. Roose- 
velt to say that he finds these sets of facts “frighten- 
ingly similar.” : 

The authority sought by the President is for the 
applying of ceilings for prices and rents, and to 
curb installment buying. Restrictions on wages are 
omitted, perhaps as a political concession, but there 
is a practical side as well. 

Labor seeks wage increases chiefly for two rea- 
sons: to meet higher living costs, and to obtain a 
proportionate share when employers’ profits increase. 
Proper price controls will keep living costs within 
the range of labor’s purse. The President refers also 
to the necessity for “effective taxation of excess 
profits and purchasing power.” It is plain, there- 
fore, that determined use by Congress of its taxing 
power is necessary for several reasons: to prevent 
profiteering, to help head off inflation, to raise 
money for defense. 

Despite the prodigious efforts of Leon Henderson, 
Price Administrator, only piecemeal control has been 
possible up to now. As the President acknowledges, 
“there has been evasion and bootlegging.” Clearly, 
it is high time for Congress to set up a complete 
and definite system of price controls, so that there 
can be no further questions as to authority or terms. 

On a wall of Mr. Henderson’s office there has been 
painted, in letters almost three feet high, this in- 
scription: “TIME IS SHORT.” The words apply 
to every phase of defense, but to none more specif- 
ically than to the problem of price controls. 

Every manufacturer, every housewife, every Fed- 
eral purchasing officer, knows that prices have been 
inching up and, up for months. The President, in 
his message pointed out the disastrous long-term 
consequences of allowing this trend to continue. 

Congress will do well, as it begins consideration 
of the vital price-control legislation, to remember: 
TIME IS SHORT. 
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AIR RAIDS AND AUTO DEATHS. 

If the present trend in automobile fatalities con- 
tinues, the total for the year will be more than 
40,000, the National Safety Council estimates, as 
compared with last year’s 34,500. 

Britain’s air-raid fatalities in the first 21 months 
of the war were recently announced as 35,956. It is 
horrifying to consider that motor accidents take a 
greater toll of human lives in this country than Nazi 
bombers inflict upon England. 

Despite our mechanical progress and the achieve- 
ments of our traffic engineers, the death rate on the 
streets and highways has mounted steadily in 1941. 
Increased travel is not the only reason; the Safety 
Council shows that highway mileage rose 12 per cent 
in the first six months of the year, while fatalities 
‘increased 17 per cent. In other years, motor deaths 
were reduced even when travel increased. 

Why this upward trend in the traffic fatality 
curve? Are motorists at fault, or enforcement offi- 
cers, or highway engineers, or all three? Whatever 
the cause, it is clear that, more than ever at a time 
when national energies are being devoted to defense, 
the country cannot afford the waste of lives and the 
economic loss represented by traffic mortality figures. 
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A SALES TAX BY ANY NAME. 

Perhaps the country’s first real glimpse of the 
sacrifices entailed in the defense program came when 
the House Ways and Means Committee reported its 
three-and-a-half-billion-dollar tax bill. Another hint 
came from Chairman Doughton of the committee. 
Talking of more and higher taxes to come, he said: 

“It will doubtless be necessary to lower the (in- 
come tax) exemption and impose a general consump- 
‘tion tax. We’re not at the end of this tax road yet.” 

“Consumption tax” is just a euphemism for “sales 
tax.” That such a levy should be suggested by a 
man who, in the past, has consistentiy opposed sales 
taxes is significant. 

There can be little argument about the necessity 
for higher taxes, nor, we believe, can there be much 
argument about the willingness of the American 
people to pay what is necessary in this emergency. 
However, this should not be twisted into a sanction 
for a Federal sales tax. 

No tax plan is sound if it is not based on the 
principle of ability to pay. The sales tax flouts this 
utterly. Without the slightest regard for income, it 
is collected on the necessities of life and its luxuries 
alike. It makes harder the hard life of the poor. 
Should it be invoked to defray the cost of defense,

Let Congress be realistic. Let it impose all the 
taxes that are demanded by the situation, but let 
them be fair and reasonable taxes. 

A CLOSE CALL IN THE ORIENT. 

By the closest call imaginable, the United States 
yesterday was spared the incident which might well 
have plunged this country intd war with Japan. 
Bombs from Japanese planes fell so near our gun- 
boat, the Tutuila, in the Yangtze River at Chungking 
that its stern superstructure was damaged and loss 
of life narrowly missed. . 

The haste with which the Japanese Government 
apologized to the United States is significant. For 
before Ambassador Grew could make the representa- 
tions upon Japan, which he had been inatructed to 
make by Washington, Foreign Minister Toyoda ex- 
pressed his Government’s regret to Mr. Grew and 
through him assured the United States that Japanese 
armed forces had been instructed to take the ut- 
most care not to damage American property. 

This means two things. It means that Japan 


States and will do what it can to avert such a 
serious diversion of its energies from its already ex- 
ceeding costly and exhausting war in China. 

It also emphasizes the dilemma of the State De- 
partment in its long-continued attitude toward Japan. 
In its details, our policy is yet to be determined, but 
for months the administration has aided China 
through the Lease-Lend Act and at the same time 
undone this aid by permitting important war sup- 
plies to go to Japan from this country. 

The chances are that the plane which flew over 
the Tutujla was propelled by American gasoline and 
dropped bombs containing American materials. Had 
American lives been lost, would not some of the 
blood have been on our own State Department? 

Then why might it not seem to be the wise policy 
for the United States to quit supplying munitions to 
Japan? True, this might tempt the Japanese war 
lords to seize Dutch East Indies oil. To do 80 
they would have to risk grave American displeasure. 
Would they? In a dilemma there are no easy an- 
swers. But every gallon of oil kept from Japan 
is virtually so much direct aid for China. If China 
can be so supported without a war, it means there 
will be no diversion from our effort to aid Britain 
in the Battle of the Atlantic. 
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BIRTHDAY PRESENT. 

Missouri obtains a secret ballot today. The bill will 
be signed by Gov.

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TWO LABOR DISPUTES SETTLED. 

Prospects for permanent labor peace in defense 
industries of the St. Louis area are better today than 
for some time past, with full construction operations 
again under way at the small-arms ammunition fac- 
tory, and acceptance of an agreement by the Western 
Cartridge Co. plant at East Alton. 

The four-day strike of 2700 laborers at the Good- 
fellow and Bircher plant, over the firing of two 
water boys for alleged loafing on the job, should 
never have happened. The agreement to set up a 
permanent mediation board, with the unions, the 
contractors and the army represented, offers a strong 
indication that it will not happen again. 

The cartridge plant management signed an agree- 
ment at Washington, and thus averted a threatened 
strike, after being warned that the Mediation Board 
was prepared to ask the Government to seize the 
plant. Two points remain to be negotiated. 

Discussion and negotiation have prevailed over 
direct action. Both workers and employers will be 
furthering their own interests, and those of na- 
tional defense, if they see to it that orderly processes 
take the place of irresponsible action. 
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LA GUARDIA AND THE DEVIL’S WORKSHOP. 

That was a powerfully weak pea-shooter blast 
loosed against Mayor LaGuardia’s third-term can- 
didacy the other day by a Republican opponent. 
It is “presumptuous,” said he, for the New York 
executive to seek re-election while holding “highly 
advertised Federal offices.” The Mayor is national 
director of civilian defense, moving spirit in joint 
United States-Canadian military preparedness, boss 
of the country’s mayoral organization, self-appoint- 
ed authority on women’s hats, adept Washington 
lobbyist and the nation’s No. 1 fire attender—all 
highly advertised offices simply because they are 
filled by “The Little Flower.”

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OUR NEW CITIZENS. 

Very interesting are the statistics on alien natural- 
ization given out by the Bastern Illinois Federal 
Court district, whose seat is East St. Louis. In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 130 declarations of in- 
tention to become citizens were filed, as compared 
to only 70 in the preceding 12-month period. Nat- 
uralization petitions increased from 143 to 186 and 
naturalization certificates rose from 157 to 166.

Price-Fixing to Curb Inflation

MONG the many factors which helped 
Aw pave the way for Hitler’s career of 

destruction, one of the most important 
was the post-war inflation in Central Eur- 
Ope, especially in Germany. Between 1919 
and the end of 1923, the entire savings of 
the German people were wiped out; the mid- 
dle classes became poor and embittered, and 
fell an easy victim to the doctrine of false 
prophets, : 

Although there is no comparison between 
the Germany of the post-war years and the 
United States of today, the danger of in- 
flation in this country is imminent, and the 
consequences of an unchecked inflation 
would be impossible to foretell. 

The essential feature of inflation from the 
point of view of the individual consumer is 
not, in Leon Henderson’s words, that “there 
will be more purchasing power running 
round hunting something to buy than there 
are goods available”; it is that there will be 
less purchasing power in his dollar bill. To 
preserve the middle and lower income 
groups, the prevention of inflation is as 
urgent as it is difficult. 

Only by elimination of its causes can in- 
flation be prevented. As, from the stand- 
point of the consumer, the most devastating 
feature of inflation is the rise in prices, a 
solution must be sought of the problem of 
keeping prices on a fair level. 

* “ * 

Price-fixing, by which is understood legal 
provision for maximum prices, can be used 
as one of several ways of protecting the 
consumer. But price-fixing alone, and ap- 
plied without other protective measures, can 
be very serious in its effects. 

As long ago as 301 A. D., the Roman 
Emperor Diocletian promulgated his famous 
edict of “De pretis rerum venalium,” fix- 
ing a maximum price for foodstuffs and 
other articles, and a maximum rate of 
wages, ranging from those of the ordinary 
laborer to those of the professional advo- 
cate. The punishment for exceeding the 
prices fixed was death or deportation. 

But the actual effect of the edict was dis- 
astrous. The food supply in non-productive 
countries became insufficient, many traders 
were ruined, and the edict soon fell into 
abeyance. 

The characteristic feature of the eco- 
nomic situation as it is now developing is 


the decrease, on the one hand, in tHe quan-” 


tity of commodities brought to the market, 


and the increase on the other hand, of the 
effectual demand, not only because of the 
scarcity of goods but bécause of the “more 
purchasing power running around.” The 
increased competition among the effectual 
demanders, and the decrease in the quantity 
of goods, have both arisen out of the present 
emergency. 

The market therefore is not normal, but 
tends to be an emergency market; and the 
prices based on this market will no longer 
be normal prices. The normal law of sup- 
ply and demand, regulating the actual price, 
is already weakened in its function. 

The effective control of prices can consist 
only in the combination of various different 
measures, some of which would be: price- 
fixing for a limited number of commodi- 
ties, the stabilization of rents and wages, 
and the prohibition of prices containing ex- 
cess profits. 

. * * 

Price-fixing and tae stabilization of rents 
and wages should not, however, be rigid, the 
prices, rents and wages being from time to 
time adapted to changing circumstances. 

For the prevention of prices containing 
excess profits, it would be necessary first to 
determine whether prices containing exces- 
sive net profits, or those containing exces- 
sive gross profits, should be considered un- 
lawful. 

During the World War, 1914-18, the 
method of prohibiting net profits was 
adopted in Germany, while in Switzerland 
the jurisdiction was concerned with gross 
profits only. Both methods have certain 
advantages, both were confronted with dif- 
ficulties in their application. 

The use of additional measures to supple- 
ment the effectiveness of price control in 
preventing inflation should not be over- 
looked. It is important not to forget the 
commodities themselves. Rationing, either 
voluntary or enforced, the prevention of 
waste, and the increased production of 
goods—if necessary, also of “ersatz” ma- 
terials—would all combat inflation by con- 
tributing to the maintenance of the natural 
regulation of prices based on the law of 
supply and demand. 

Together with the control of. prices, these 
measures would help to protect the middle 
classes from the evil consequences of unh- 
mitigated inflation, and would to this extent 
increase the political stability and economic 
prosperity of the nation.

SUBURBS’ TRANSIT 
DEMANDS STUDD 


Survey Shows. Webster-Kirk- 
wood Residents Want Better 
Commuters’ Service. 


A demand by residents of the 
Webster-Kirkwood suburban area 
for more convenient, faster and 
more frequent commuters’ service 
to downtown St. Louis was shown 
today with announcement of par- 
tial results of a transit survey con- 
ducted by the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Webster Groves 
Chamber of Commerce, 

The announcement was based on 
the first 900 returns of a question- 
naire on commuting habits and 
preferences. A total of more than 
40,000 questionnaires will be dis- 
tributed to residents of the area, 
from which most workers go daily 
to employment in the city. First 
returns were turned over yester- 
day to the research department of 
the Public Service Co. for study. 
Later they will be submitted to 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

Reflects Decentralization. 

The demand for better commut- 
ing service reflected the increasing 
decentralization of population in 
the metropolitan area, as indicated 
by the last census. A survey by 
the Post-Dispatch last year, calling 
attention to a decrease in the num- 
ber of persons coming downtown 
to shop, indicated that transporta- 
tion facilities had not kept pace 
with this increasing decentraliza- 
tion, 


Of the 900 persons replying, 700 
indicated they would use daily 
train service, if there were a termi- 
nal farther downtown thaa Union 
Station and if more frequent serv- 
ice were provided. Of these per- 
sons 185 said they now used trains. 

The downtown terminal pro- 
posed in the questionnaire would 
be in the old Federal Building, 
Eighth and Olive streets, adjoin- 
ing the railroad tunnel leading to 
Eads Bridge. Only 31 of the 185 
persons at present using the train 
indicated they would cease such 
use if there were no stop at Union 
Station. The survey showed that 
about 73 per cent of the com- 
muters were employed in the cen- 
tral downtown district, east of 
Twelfth boulevard and between 
Delmar boulevard and Market 
street. 


Four Trains Taken Off. 


The demand for more frequent 
train service would be largely met, 
it was indicated, by the restoration 
of the four Missouri Pacific trains 
that operated daily both ways’ be- 
tween St. Louis and Kirkwood be- 
fore. they were discontinued last 
July at the time fire destroyed a 
traffic control center at Union Sta- 
tion. The tower was repaired, but 
the full service was not reinstated. 
At present there is one round trip 
daily between Pacific and St. Louis. 
In addition, two through trains 
make morning and evening stops 
at Webster and Kirkwood. One 
other westbound afternoon train 
stops only at Kirkwood. 


Four hundred and five of the 
persons replying said they now 
used street cars; 310, private auto- 
mobiles or service cars, and 185, 
trains. None of those using their 
own machines indicated they would 
do so if improved ‘train or street 
car service were provided. 


Aside from its recommendations 
for extended train service, the 
questionnaire indicated approval 
of a proposal for routing the Man- 
chester street car over City Limits 
and Forest Park lines to avoid 
transfers in going downtown and 
of a proposed direct bus line to 
South St. Louis from the suburbs.

Reds Have No Replacements. 


Of course, offsetting Hitler’s 
s0sses in equipiaent and material 
are his tremendous captures of 
such stuff and similar Russian 
losses plus the fact that the 
Nazis have an efficient replace- 
ment manufacturing industry and 
the Reds haven’t. That is a vital 
matter. It means that if Russia 
can’t get new supplies it may 
crumple from that alone. It is 
hard to see where it will get them. 
It is too far away for us to give 
much aid. 

There is one bright spot in the 
equipment problem to which not 
enough attention has been paid. 
It is that so-and-so-many airplanes 
isn’t the answer. The question is 
how many can be kept in the air 
and how good they are up there. 
If one airplane can be kept aloft 
without stopping for repairs twice 
as long as its counterpart it is 
almost equivalent to doubling the 
prod=ction of that type. 

The excellence and precision of 
our mechanical manufacture has 
always been higher than German, 
French, or British and certainly 
of Russia. According to most re- 
ports this is showing up marvel- 
ously in competing tyres of planes 
in this war. Maybe we shouldn't 
be too much discouraged at not 
getting out more planes. Maybe 
15,000 of our planes is the equiv- 
alent of 25,000 of some of the 
wobblers they may meet. Both 
our Manufacturers and our air- 
men believe that.

Stalin line. There’s no use trying 
to work this thing out without 
maps, but if you glance at them 
for a moment you will see that 
such a withdrawal could hardly be 
local, that is, confined to the Len- 
ingrad sector. 

The Bolshevists likely would 
pull back to the line of the Volk- 
hov River, which empties into Lake 
Ladoga some 75 miles east of Len- 
ingrad. For the purpose of keep- 
ing the front straight, the Bolshe- 
vists might retire to the line of 
the Volkhoy clear down through 
Novgorod to the Pskov _ sector, 
upon which the movement would 
pivot. In other words, the Reds 
would swing the entire northern 
end of their line back like a door 
which has hinged near Pskov. 

Such a maneuver would be con- 
tingent upon the Russians being 
able at th same time to hold the 
center of the Stalin line at Smo- 
lensk, where the Nazis are at- 
tacking with such weight. It is to 
be expected that the Germans will 
intensify their attack here as they 
drive against Leningrad. A break- 
through in the center presumably 
would force withdrawal not only 
of the Red right, but of a major 
portion of the 1100-mile front, with 
another stand along the network 
formed by the Volga and other 
rivers,

UNION EXEMPTS 
NAVY YARD FROM 
NEW YORK STRIKE 


Construction Work to Be 


Resumed at Once— 
Leaders Accede to Re- 
quest From OPM. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Striking AFL electrical workers to- 
day exempted a $70,000,000 expan-. 
sion program at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard from their walkout and an- 
nounced they would go back to 
work immediately as the Office of 
Production Management had asked 
them to do. 

The New York strike would con- 
tinue on other construction proj- 
ects, union officials said. | 

The OPM had promised an im- 
mediate investigation of the union 
dispute with Consolidated Edison 
Co. which precipitated the work 
stoppage. It halted construction 
of a 16-story warehouse at the 
Navy Yard, affected work on two 
super-drydocks and threatened to 
slow down building of the $100,000,- 
000 battleships Iowa and Missouri. 

Whether the exemption would be 
extended to the more than 20 other 
defense projects of varying degrees 
of importance, was not made 
known immediately. 

Outside the defense field, there 
was violence in the New York City 
dispute. An ironworker suffered 
cuts on the face and head, but re- 
fused medical treatment, after 
eight men assaulted him as he 
tried to cross the picket line of 
the Edison company’s new power- 
house. 

The citywide strike, involving 
8000 workers, started after the 
company refused to hire 600 union 
members in the building of a new 
powerhouse. The company con- 
tended it had a contract with the 
Consolidated Edison employes, an 
independent organization. 

The union claims that electri- 
cians on the project are being paid 
$1 an hour instead of the AFL 
scale of $2. 

Roller Bearing Plant Picketed. 

At Columbus, O., pickets today 
patrolled gates to the Timken Roll- 
er Bearing Co. plant, where spokes- 
men for the CIO Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee said a strike 
virtually had halted production. 

The walkout was ordered yes- 
terday by Harry Mayfield, presi- 
dent of Local No. 2173, after Hugh 
D. Friel, Federal labor conciliat- 
or failed to settle a dispute caused 
by discharge of five women. The 
plant employes about 2600 persons 
and has defense orders. 

Mayfield said production had 
been reduced to not more than 10 
per cent of normal. William A. 
Fowler, general manager, said only 
that work was proceeding. Neither 
the union nor company gave any 
estimate of the number of em- 
ployes who quit work. 

The strike was authorized by 
members of the local a week ago. 
Mayfield said the union contends 
that Timken ignored, in firing the 
five women, a contract with the

ances, The women were fired, 
Mayfield said, after incorrectly 
numbered parts were found in 
work which had passed their in- 
spection tables. 

Railroad Talks Begin. 

Sharply conflicting views on the 
ability of the nation’s railroads 
to pay increased wages marked 
the initial conference in Chicago 
today between rail management 
and labor negotiators on demands 
for a pay boost. 

The carriers alternately were 
portrayed as financially burdened 
and rolling in wealth, while each 
side produced figures it claimed 
proved the point. 

The day’s negotiations centered 
on the demands of 14 non-operating 
brotherhoods for an increase of 30 
cents an hour in all classifications 
and a minimum wage of 70 cents 
an hour.

It’s the dressing on the salad that 
tells the story of artistry in salad 


making. Choosing the right one 
for each combination of vegeta- 
bles or fruit is an art which will 
leave many pleasant memories in 
the minds of the guests who praise 
your salad. 

Some salads call for fluffy may- 
onnaise, others blend all their fla- 
vors subtly with a tart and tangy 
French dressing. If you mix youf 
own French dressing you may run 
the gamut of flavors from ordi- 
nary, everyday flavor to tarragon. 
And if you own, or know where to 
purchase, wine vinegar, you can 
turn out a dressing that will be the 
envy of many a hostess, 

For the various salads which 
you will be serving for the remain- 
der of the season here are some 
suggestions for salad dressings: 

Horseradish Mayonnaise. 

Mix three tablespoons horserad- 
ish with one cup mayonnaise. 

Serve on canned or cooked beets 
used in salads, or on meat salads, 

Russian Dressing. 

Mix One cup mayonnaise, one- 
fourth cup chili sauce. 

Serve on quarters of head lettuce 
or with a molded ham salad. 

Mustard Salad Dressing. 

Mix one-hdlf cup prepared salad 
dressing, two teaspoons prepared 
yellow mustard, 

Serve on coleslaw or a_ jellied 
meat salad. 

Peanut Butter Salad Dressing. 

Beat together until consistency 
of mayonnaise one cup peanut 
butter, six tablespoons water. Add 
gradually to one pint prepared 
salad dressing. Beat hard with ro- 
tary egg beater, then add one-half 
teaspoon salt. Chill and serve on 
fruit salads. 

Fruity French Dressing. 

Combine one-half teaspoon salt, 
two teaspoons sugar, one teaspoon 
paprika. Add three tablespoons 
malt vinegar, one-half cup olive 
oil, three tablespoons pineapple 
juice, three tablespoons orange 
juice. Beat thoroughly and serve 
on fruit salads. 

Piquante French Dressing. 

Combine one-half teaspoon salt, 
one teaspoon sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon paprika, one-fourth cup tar- 
ragon vinegar, one-half cup olive 
oil, one-half teaspoon prepared 
brown mustard, one-eighth. tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, one- 
half teaspoon onion juice, two 
drops tabasco sauce.

Stir in pineapple, cream (first 
whipped) and rice. Mold and chill. 
Serve with cream, whipped cream 
or fruit sauce. 


BLUEBERRY ROLL 


Two cups flour, fo four teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup sugar, one 
egg, two-thirds cup milk, four ta- 
blespoons fat (melted), one cup 
drained berries, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon 
grated lemon rind. 

Mix flour, baking powder, salt 


and sugar. Add egg, milk and fat. 
Lightly pat out the dough until it 
is one-half inch thick, 


up quickly and bake 35 minutes 
in a buttered loaf pan. Serve warm 
with hard or liquid sauce.

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GOOD FOOD SELLS 
GOOD NUTRITION 


Attractively Served, Skillfully 
Planned and Well-Cooked 
Food Is Rule. 


Good, appetizing food is the thing 
that sells good nutrition to the 
family and includes everything 
that makes eating fun. It’s cheer- 
ful table conversation, comrade- 
ship and laughter. Most of all 
it’s food so good you eat it for 
the sheer joy ‘of eating—not be- 
cause it’s “good for you.” It is not 
necessarily expensive food, but 
food attractively served, skillfully 
planned and well-cooked. Unless 
meals have in them the element of 
human satisfacticn they may go 
half eaten. And, uneaten, even the 
best-planned assortment of food 
does not add up to a well-bal- 
anced diet. 

What often “sells” food to the 
family at the ‘table is the way it 
is served. Attractive garnishes help 
make food more appetizing in ap- 
pearance. But don’t let garnishes 
stop with pimiento and parsley. 
Use some imagination. Make the 
color of foods contribute some- 
thing. Combine the rich brown 
of pot roast with the orange of 
carrots—the golden hue of ripe 
reaches with the deep purple of 
blackberries—the bright crimson 
of tomatoes on a cool bed of salad 
greens. 


Proper Service. 

Serve hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold. Have all foods easy to 
eat, no tough meat that can’t be 
cut, and no salads in which the 
lettuce slides off the .plate, no 
seeds in the orange juice. Keep 
your meals from getting into a 
rut. Try serving dinner outdoors 
in the back yard or in a nearby 
park this summer—in front of the 
fireplace this winter. 

Skillful meal planning calls for 
a knowledge of food values—of 
available supplies of food, and of 
foods that co. abine well together. 

It’s. smart to remember the 
family’s favorite dishes and serve 
them often. Build several nutritious 
meal combinations aound them. 
“hen you plan a meal keep the 
texture of foods in mind. Don’t have 


al’ soft foods, nor all crisp ones. It’s 


better t> work out some _irfter- 
esting contrasts, crunchy toast 
with soup, crisp cabbage slaw with 
baked beans, chopped celery with 
peanut butter as a sandwich fill- 
ing. Don’t serv: all watery veg- 
etables. And never serve two 
starchy vegetables at the same 
meal. 

But when it comes to getting 
the family really interested in 
eating, nothing can do so much 
as good cooking. 

Learning to cook is even more 
important today than it was in 
Grandma’s time. We know now 
more about the food values that 
are gained wc lost by cooking. 
Simple foolproof cookery rules 
ha . been worked out by the home 
economists. Cooking equipment is 
much more convenient, and ma- 
terials to work with are more var- 
ied and plentiful than ever before. 
It’s eacy to learn the basic prin- 
ciples that make for successful 
cooking—that conserve the food 
v.lue and*make food taste best. 

Here are some of the basic cook- 
ing principles to know. 

When cooking vegetables, re- 
member to use little water. Cook 
them a short time and never add 
soda to-the cooking water. When 
you cook green vegetables, leave 
the lid off the pan. Serve the liquid 
the vegetables are cooked in— 
either with the vegetable, or in 
. Ups, Sauces or gravies. 

Cook all protein foods, meat, 
eggs, cheese and milk, at loW to 
moderate temperatures all through 
the cooking period. High tempera- 
tures toughen protein. 

The modern methods of cooking 
all meat is to use moderate tem- 
perature during all the cooking 
time. Tender cuts of meat are 
cooked with no water in an un- 
covered pan. Tender meats in- 
clude all cuts of pork and lamb— 
certain parts of beef—and young 
well fattened birds. 

There’s a special method to 
make cheaper, tougher cuts of 
meat tender. That is to brown the 
less-tender cut in hot fat. Then 
cook it slowly with added liquid 
in a covered pan. The steam formed 
by adding water and keeping the 
lid on the pan is just what is need- 
ed to soften meat that has tough 
ccnective tissue. Or tough meat 
may be ground or chopped to break 
up this tissue—then cooked as 
though it were tender. 

Temperature Control. 

Every modern cook should know 
about temperature control, not 
only for meats—but for many oven 
dishes. In cooking with fat, too, 
the right temperature can spell 
success. Fat that gets to the 
smoking point spoils the flavor of 
food cooked in it and makes it 
less digestible. 

Lumpy foods are something no 
good cook can tolerate. It’s easy 
to avoid them by blending starchy 
materia! with a little liquid, then 
carefully stirring this into the 
rest of the mixture. Or in making 
gravy or white sauce, cook the 
flour with the fat to add flavor. 
Then gradually add the cold liquid 
and stir until you get that perfect 
blend. 

There are no tested rules for 
seasoning foods. But it’s an art 
well-worth practicing to perfect. 
Experiment with herbs in poultry 
stuffing, in a meat loaf, or a veg- 
etable curry. Try different taste 
contrasts—a dash of lemon with 
melon, a spicy sauce on beets, 
or mint stuffing with roast lamb. 

And above all, learn to cook 
quickly and easily so you won’t be 
worn out at mealtime, so_ that 
you, too, can taste the element of 
human satisfaction in the food 
that you have prepared.

Clergyman’s Diary Discloses That Liner’s 
Radio Was Silenced While It Lay Off 
Golden Gate. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 31 (AP). 
—Passengers in idleness on a sta- 
tionary ship in a sea as calm as 
the Pacific ever knows—that was 
the picture of the Japanese liner 
Tatuta Maru as the Rev. T. T. 
Brumbaugh saw it today. 

The voyage started in Shanghai 
July 3. The ship was due here a 
week ago. For seven days,  be- 
cause of strained relations between 
Japan .and the United States, the 
liner idled off the Pacific seaboard. 
And Dr. Brumbaugh and more 
than a hundred other Americans 
idled with it. 

While awaiting eagerly his re- 
turn to his home in Dayton, O., 
the Methodist missionary kept a 
careful diary of his experiences, 
and the experiences of his friends 
aboard. . 

“For 10 days,” he wrote, “we 
munication with the outside world; 
for several days even denied the 
privilege of listening to the radio, 
which we were informed was out 
of order.” 

“All went normally until July 
21, when. we were informed we 
could no longer send messages by 
the ship's wireless. The meager 
items in the ship’s daily news sheet 
in English and Japanese had con- 
vinced us of impending Japanese 
action in French Indo-China, in- 
deed, also against the Russians in 
Siberia.” 

“The State Department’s state- 
ment that America was prepared 
to meet with appropriate action 
the anticipated Japanese move- 
ment cast a chill into our hearts

(as they listened to the _ radio 
aboard ship) es we reflected that 
such action might come before we 
were safely landed on American 
soil, 

“Suddenly, that same day the 
radio was found to be ‘out of or- 
ader’ and we were plunged into to- 
tal darkness as to the march of 
world events.” 


On Thursday morning, he said, 
the day the liner was due in San 
Francisco, the engines stopped. 
The captain posted notice that en- 
gine trouble had developed. 

Dr. Brumbaugh recorded that a 
surreptitious visit to the engine 
room did disclose that extensive 
overhauling was in progress. Then, 
he said, “we all settled back in 
the hope our arrival might not be 
too much delayed.” 

But on Friday morning, July 25, 
Dr. Brumbaugh wrote, “the en- 
gines were started at full speed, 
without so much as a trial at low 
register, and soon we were. bound- 
ing along at the ship’s capacity 
of 17 knots” toward the Pacific 
Coast. : : 

“Some of us then began to won- 
der if the working on the engines 
was not merely going over them 
thoroughly preparatory to a dodge 
to the open seas and a long jour- 
ney back to Japan. This brought 
considerable gloom.” 

The missionary added a para- 
graph as ‘the big liner cruised into 
San Francisco Harbor. “Thus end- 
eth an odyssey replete with poten- 
tialities of international discord 
and eventual conflict.”

GUUNTY ORDERS PLANS 
FOR HEALTH CENTER 


Contracts With Architects for 
Designs for Proposed 
$450,000 Structure. 


The St. Louis County Court en- 
tered into a contract today with 
William B, Ittner, Inc., architect- 
ural and engineering firm, to pre- 
pare plans for a $450,000 health 
center building on the County Hos- 
pital grounds, Clayton. 

The contract provides that pay- 
ment of the firm’s fee of $22,500 
is contingent upon allotment of a 
grant for the full cost of the pro- 
posed health center by the Federal 
Works Agency. 

Application for the grant has al- 
ready been made. The new build- 
ing would be five stories high, ad- 
joining the main hospital building 
on the south, and would house all 
clinical activities of the hospital, 
administrative offices of the hos- 
pital and of the Health Depart- 
ment, hospital and health labora- 
tories, 80 additional hospital beds, 
and conference and lecture rooms. 
The hospital, with a 200-bed ca- 
pacity now, is overcrowded, of- 
ficials have said. 

Administrative offices of the 
Health Department are in the 
hospital, contributing to the crowd- 
ed condition. Construction of a 
new health center to relieve the 
hospital congestion has been dis- 
cussed for several years. 

The County Court is applying 
for the $450,000 grant from the 
PWA under the Lanham Act, which 
appropriated $150,000,000 for ex- 
tending public health and kindred 
facilities in defense areas. Recent 
construction of defense plants in 
the county and city and expansion 
of existing defense works have 
led to a large influx of workers.

MIGHT SIGN PACT

some 700 Chinese merchants in the

A 
writer in the Berliner Boersen- 
Zeitung, who usually reflects the 
opinion of the Foreign Office, said 
it was brought about by Wash- 
ington’s policy of “threats, pin- 
pricks and economic restrictions.” 
Japan and Germany alike, he said,

One is the report that the Brit- 

ish Government has sent a note to 
Iran, calling the attention of the 
Government there to the dangers 
of permitting an “unusually” large 
number of Germans to obtain res- 
idence permits. 
. The second is Afghanistan’s 
newest proclamation of neutrality 
-—its second in the current war— 
evidence of a wistful longing to 
avoid the millstones that are grind- 
ing alike from the north and the 
south. 

The third is Gen. Sir Archibald 
P, Wavell’s inspection tour of de- 
fense installations in “Northwest 
India.” 

What it means apparently is that 
the entire southern border of Rus- 
sia has been caught up in_ the 
spreading flames of the war, and 
that delicate situations may be ex- 
pected along its whole length, Very 
much in the middle in all these 
relationships is Turkey, which en- 
joys the distinction of having pacts 
with almost everybody. 

Iran Likely Spot for Trouble. 

Iran, with its valuable oil fields, 
most of them controlled by Eng- 
lish capital, seems to be the most 
likely spot for immediate trouble. 
Reports have circulated for weeks 
about the influx of Nazi “experts” 
there, although how this region 
could be used by the Germans is 
not clear. It is separated from 
Russia by the tremendous barrier 
of the Caucasus Mountains. Eng- 
land is firmly entrenched in Syria 
and Iraq, and, without troop tran- 
sit privileges which Turkey has 
shown no indication of granting, 
any German forces which reach 
Iran would be completely iso- 
lated. 

Afghanistan’s newest declara- 
tion is further evidence of the ex- 
tent of the pressure. It was one 
of the first countries to affirm its 
neutrality and one of the few 
members to register it with the 
League of Nations. But its posi- 
tion, too, is difficult. 

Bétween Afghanistan and India 
is a large, loosely administered 
territory in which half-wild tribes- 
men go their own way. To the 
south, India rapidly is becoming 
one of the British Empire’s man- 
ufacturing reservoirs, and the Eng- 
lish do not want it to be disturbed. 
But the border tribes consider war 
a natural sequence to the harvest 
season, and it is a safe predic- 
tion that disorders may soon be 
expected in that region. Should 
these become too thorny, it is be- 
lieved entirely possible that the 
British and the-Russians might 
collaborate to end them. 

Gen Wavell’s “Vacation.” 

Gen. Wavell’s assignment to In- 
dia is connected closely with these 
other problems. Few persons are 
sufficiently naive to believe that 
he was sent there for a “vaca- 
tion.” India’s army was in the 
process of reorganization, & pro- 
gram which was not proceeding 
with the speed which the English 
had hoped, and Gen. Wavell's or- 
ganizational ability was urgently 
required. 

The land bridge to India is still 
open. To the east lie Singapore 
and the Japanese, and to the 
north is Russia, involved in a 
death struggle with the Nazis. 
Gen. Wavell’s genius may soon 
see its supreme test, in the view 
of observers familiar with the sit- 
uation. 

Turkey remains one of the un- 
knowns. It has a military pact 
with England, a frfendship pact 
with Germany and an apparent 
disposition to follow whoever can 
provide the armament it needs. 
England advanced a loan before 
the war, but the outbreak of hos- 
tilities made it\impossible for the 
English firms to fulfill the arma- 
ment orders. Germany supplied 
the need for a time but seems 
now to require most of its own 
production for its Eastern cam 
paign. ) 


Iran Reply Not Regarded in Lon- 
don as “Complete.” 
LONDON, July 31 (AP).—TIran 
(Persia) has replied to British 
representations concerning the 
presence of Germans in the coun- 
try but the reply is regarded as 
“by no means complete,” authori- 

tative circles said today. 
Informed sources said the situa- 
tion in Iran had improved in the 


last two weeks but still was seri- 


ous enough to worry the British 
Government, 

Unofficial sources said there 
were close to 5000 Germans, de- 
scribed as technicians and engi- 
neers, in Iran. Pressure by the 
British Government induced the 
Iranian Governnient to expel some 
of them and extracted promises of 
further. expulsions, it was stated.

51 JAPANESE CHERRY 
TREES HERE DIE; HIT 
BY 1940 COLD SNAP 


Group of 22 at Jewel - Box 
Lost——Disease During Heat 
Kills 25 Elms. 


The lone Japanese cherry tree 
that bloomed last spring on the 
south lawn of City Hall and 50 
others in city parks have died this 
summer of cell damage caused by 
an unseasonable cold snap last 
Nov. 7, City Forester Ludwig Bau- 
mann disclosed today.

Seeking to Settle Final Differ- 
ences; Organizing Meeting 
Planned by AFL. 

As the Western Cartridge Co. 
of East Aiton and the AFL Chemi- 
cal Workers’ Union, representing 
employes in the company’s smoke- 
less powder division, resumed con- 
ferences in their controversy today 
at the Mineral Springs Hotel, Al- 
ton, Fred Olds, AFL organizer, an- 
nounced that a mass meeting

Wages and vacations are two 
points that remain to be settled 
in the list of six recommendations 
made by the National Defense 
Mediation Board at Washington.

activities.

Of $1,500,000 Sought, $425,000 Is for 
Nurses’ Home at Robert 
Koch Hospital. 

A tentative plan for improve- 
ments costing $1,500,000 at the 
city’s hospitals and other institu-

One of the two largest items is

BERN, July 31.—In the heart of 
the country of William Tell and 
Gessler—niythical personages per- 
haps, but symbols today of a na- 
tion’s feelings—Switzerland will be- 
gin celebration tonight at midnight 
of the 650th anniversary of its 
founding. 

To the Swiss it is as important 
a date as is the Fourth of July 
in America or June 15, date of 
signature of Magna Carta, in Eng- 
land. Six and a half centuries ago, 
so tradition says, 33 men of the 
forest cantons of Uri, Schwyz and 
Unterwald met under cover of 
darkness in the glade of Reutli, 
near Brunner, and swore a secret 
compact to bring themselves free- 
dom and throw off the Hapsburg 
yoke.

DNB, official German news agen- 
cy, reported that another 3000-ton 
merchantman was sunk by the 
German airforce east of Lowestoft 
while a number of airports in 
Southeast England were attacked 
with “good success.” 

Sinking of a British tanker and 
damaging of another vessel as the 
result of a combined German- 
Italian air attack on a convoy off 
the North Africgm coast also was 
reported today by DNB. Three 
British pursuit planes’ protecting 
the convoy were shot down, the 
agency said,

LONDON, July 31 (AP). — The 
Daily Herald reported today that 
Baron Franz von Werra, German 
flyer who jumped bail in the Unit- 
ed States, had been killed on the 
Russian front. 

The Baron was shot down near 
London last September. He es- 
caped in Britain twice, but was re- 
captured. Taken to Canada, he 
fled from a prison train and 
crossed into the United States, last 
January; where he 
ed on a charge of failure to report 
to an immigration officer. 


In Berlin, friends of YVon Werra 
said there was positive informa- 
tion that he is alive.

LONDON, July 31. — It is af- 
firmed in London that the British 
Government will follow the Ameri- 
can lead in applying economic 
sanctions against Japan. To date 
the British Government has grant- 
ed no licenses for trade with Ja- 
pan and exceptions will be made, it 
is indicated, only when the Brit- 
ish and American Governments 
jointly decide that they are ad- 
visable. 

It is hoped here that Japan will 
content itself with the current in- 
trusion into Indo-China. It is be- 
lieved that it may go on into Thai- 
land, but no farther. It is the firm 
expectation of everybody that it 
will not force the hands of the Al- 
lies and the United States by try- 
ing to cut the Burma road; that 
would very possibly bring open 
conflict. 

The Japanese were informed last 
February when the British  dis- 
covered that they were preparing 
to take direct action against Brit- 
ish territory in the Far East that 
they could have war if they wanted 
it. If they go too far now, per- 
haps even so far as to subjugate 
Thailand, they may get the same 
sort of warning from London. 
War with Japan certainly is un- 
desirable at the moment. On the 
other hand, war with Russia, Brit-

lan Keith to Have Leen Role in Civic Theater Pay

AN KEITH, stage and screen ac- 
Jeo: over whom the mamas of 

the younger generation sighed in 
the days of the old movie silents 
and in the legitimate stage time 
of the great Belasco, is a fugitive 
these days from radio~soap serials. 
In St. Louis as the guest star of 
the Civic Theater's “Twentieth 
Century,” which opens the night 
of Aug. 5, Keith admits to having 
been on the verge of unbalanced 
reason, a state brought on by a 
too-big dose of doing those day- 
time domestic thrillers aimed at 
selling more biscuit flour to house- 
bound females. 

“The only trouble now is that 

I’ve got to work,” Keith admits. 
“T’m a lazy swine and learning this 
part for ‘Twentieth Century’ is no 
joy.” 
In the Beh Hecht-Charlie McAr- 
thur farce now being readied for 
next Aveek’s Civic fare, Keith has 
the role of Oscar Jaffee, eccentric 
play producer, who has trouble with 
an equally temperamental actress. 
A burlesque of David Belasco, the 
role is a fat one and Keith groans 
over the job of learning so many 
lines. The only joy lies in the fact 
that he knew Belasco intimately 
and thinks it will be fun reading 
this knowledge into the role. 

Born in Boston, a seventh-gen- 
eration Yankee, Keith went on the 
stage by necessity instead of go- 
ing to Harvard by inclination. 

“IT had no reason to believe I 
was an actor,” he laughs, “but I 
did nave every reason to believe 
that [ needeaia job.” 

After several seasons with Bos- 
ton etock companies and some 
service on the fringes of the last 
World War, Keith finally made 
his way to Broadway in 1921 by 
virtue of an acquaintance with 
William Faversham. In 1921 he 
appeared with Faversham in “The 
Silver Fox” and then worked for 
Gilbert Miller in “Czarina” and 
then came a two and one-half year 
association with David Belasco. 

“I’m very sorry that you can’t 
describe my rise as meteoric,” 
Keith iaughs: “The truth is that I 
did nothing interesting and finally 
in 1925 I went to California for a

N California, Keith found that 
Jie movies apparently didn’t like 

him much better than he liked 
films and so he flopped around 
producing plays with a friend of 
his, playing the road, doing stock 
and returning each winter for a 
role in some Broadway play. Fi- 
nally, he struck up a fairly satis- 
factory movie alliance with C. B. 
DeMille and he thinks the pub- 
lic will remember him best 
in such De Mille pictures as “The 
Crusades,” “Sign of the Cross,” 
“Cleopatra” and “Buccaneer.” He 
also did “Queen Christina” with 
Greta Garbo and “Susan Lenox” 
with Garbo and Gable. 

Although Keith has had more 
movie roles, good, bad and indif- 
ferent than he can remember, he 


says he hates the movies. They’re — 


too hard work. Twelve hours a 
day working under hot lights is 
not his idea of an easy way to 
earn a living. 

. “But the money’s nice,” he ad- 
mits. “Too bad I haven’t~ got 
some of it left.” 

On the legitimate stage side of 
his career he names the Belasco 
production “Laugh, Clown,, Laugh” 
as furnishing him with one of the 
most satisfactory roles of his 
career. There were others, but as 
he says, “I’m best known as the 
guy who followed some big name 
star in a road ee out of 
New York.” 


In the past few years he has 
done Alfred Lunt’s role in “Reunion 
in Vienna” on the road; followed 
Conway Tearle in “Dinner at 
Eight,” Henry Hull in “Grand Ho- 
tel” and Lionel Barrymore in “The 
Copperhead.” He did the coast pro- 
duction of “Mary of Scotland” with 
Helen Hayes and a three months’ 
run of the same piece in Chicago. 
In 1936, he played Lord Boling- 
broke with Maurice Evans in the 
record-breaking New York produc- 
tion of*“Richard II.” 


“Then,” Keith says, “there was 
a year’s tour of Australia. The 
tour, as the critics say, was an 
artistic success, but I made no 
money. Then I came home and 
started doing everything in radio 
in Chicagé. And by everything, I

mean everything, the worst, of 
which were the soap serials. I es- 
caped this summer to do a little 


work in a small theater on the, 


shores of Lake Michigan and now 
I’m here. I wanted to do some- 
thing here that I had done before 
so I wouldn’t have to learn a new 
part, but the theater here had evi- 
dently done everything I’d done, 
and so it had to be ‘Twentieth 
Century’ or I'd have had to atay 
in Chicago selling soap.” 

On the Australian tour, Keith 
not only had to donate 21 per cent 
of his gross income to the Aus- 
tralian Government but he was 
paid off for his tour just at the 
time “the Australian pound had 
gone to the dogs.” He was offered 
a tour of New Zealand, but de- 
clined. 

“My wife is one of those women 
who travel with five million bags,” 


he laughs. “And I'd had enough 
of hauling baggage on and off nar- 
row-gauge railways and working, 
anyway, you might say, for noth- 
ing.” 

Six feet two inches tall, Keith 
weighs 196 pounds. Still handsome, 
he retains the good shock of, black 

curly hair of his matinee idol 
days. He claims no home, says 
he’s a peripatetic actor. He mar- 
ried a Chicago girl. 

“No theatrical connection, just a 
gal,” he says. 

He has ridiculously small feet 
for his height which he says are 
“a sign of idiocy” and he has no 
ambitions except to do more 
Shakespeare in the seasons to 
come. 

“Particularly ‘Macbeth’ he says. 
“And maybe one or two roles I 
already know so I won’t have to 
learn any new parts.”

Boiled Fish 


By Meta Given 


HOSE who have sampled 
T boiled fish and not found it 

to their liking or who think 
boiled fish sounds uninteresting 
will change their minds after 
giving this recipe a try. You just 
can’t forget how delicious it is— 
therefore the name . Delicious 
Boiled Fish, Pike, salmon, codfish, 
or haddock may all be prepared 
using this method. Cut large fish 
into serving portions; small fish 
may be boiled whole. Purchase 
fresh fish of ‘d quality and 
serve the fish the moment it is 
cooked. 

Delicious Boiled Fish. 


Two pounds fish, two cups boil- 
ing water, 20 whole black peppers, 
one teaspoon chopped parsley, 
one small bay leaf, two teaspoons 
salt, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
two teaspoons sugar, two table- 
spoons ‘lour, two tablespoons cold 
water, one egg yolk. 


Clean fish by removing all 
scales and wiping clean with a 
damp cloth. Cut into serving 
portions (small fish may be cooked 
whole), and lay fish in a heavy 
saucepan. Add the boiling water, 
peppers, ‘parsley, bay leaf, and 
galt, Cover, place over low heat, 
and simmer for 30 minutes. Drain 
off liquid and strain it. There 
should be one and a half cups 
liquor, Put this into another sduce- 
pan and add the lemon juice, 
sugar, and the flour mixed to a 
smooth paste with the cold water.

Brain Lifts 
Man Above 
The Animals

UST why is man superior to the 
lower animals? The answer is 
apparently very t Because 
of his brain. There is no question 
that he has more and. brains 
than his ancestors. ~~ 
The earliest man, the Java man, 
had a brain of 855 c, cm. The Pilt- 
down man had a brain of 1300 
c.cm, The average modern man 
has a brain of 1400 to 1500 c.cm. 
But the mere question of weight 
and size is not sufficient to explain 


. the differences to which I refer. 


Some anthropdlogists do not be- 
lieve that brain weight is a nec- 
essary index to brain capacity. 
There are differences in the sizes 
of the different parts of the brain 
between man and the lower ani- 
mals.

IT WTLL NOT DO to say that 
man is sujerior to the brutes be- 
cause his brain thinks. That is 
only a superficial reply. The brain 
needs iateria] to think with just 
as much as uw loom needs thread 
to weave cloth. What is the mate 
rial? Professor Eliot Smith be- 
lieves that it lies on the sensory 
side—that, particularly, binocular 
vision raises man above the beasts. 
A bird, a horse, probably a dog, 
sees only with one eye directly in 
front of that eye—it cannot grasp 
distance, perspective, the stereo- 
scopic view of binocular visidh— 
its world is flat. 

Dr. Frederick Tilney, the great 
comparative anatomist, believes, 
on the other hand, that man’s brain 
is superior because he possesses 
neokinesis—a new potentiality to 
make movements. 

“From first to last,” he says, “it 
has been the achievements of his 
hands which have carried man on- 
ward from the time when he began 
to work with the simplest of stone 
implements.” 

With the development of all the 
motor tracts and masses of gray 
nuclei which constitute the con- 
nections necessary for the fine co- 
ordinate movements of the hand, 
the impulses which come to con- 
sciousness from these sources 
make up an entirely different 
brain, an entirely different mind 
from that of any other animal,

A DOG, for instance, makes 
most of the movements expressive 
of emotions with his tail; he waves 
it happily in greeting and hangs 
it dejectedly in sickness and sor- 
row. All his emotional movements 
are tail movements. And of a 
consequence his entire world is 
completely different from that of 
a tailess animal. So that clever, 
deft, quick instrument, the hand, 
which its owner is able to move 
so accurately as to pluck a mote 
from the point of a needie—this 
according to Dr. Tilney, has lifted 
us above the lower animals.
